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BY-LAWS OF' THE SOCIETY.

I. MEMBERS. 



1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, 
and Honorary Members. 

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State 
of Connecticut; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any 
meeting of the Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons 
residing out of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be 
subject to any admission fee or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have ren- 
dered important public service to the State of Connecticut, or 
to the cause of historic inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corre- 
sponding, or resident member, until at least one month after 
his nomination by the Committee on Membership ; and every 
such vote shall be taken by ballot, at a regular meeting, at 
which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or cor- 
responding members shall be based on the application, in writ- 
ing, of two resident members, stating the reasons for such 
nomination, and the qualifications of the persons proposed for 
membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a 
member, and there shall be found two ballots against his 
admission, the presiding officer shall declare the election 
postponed. At the next regular meeting, if the recommenda- 
tion of the committee shall be renewed, he may be admitted 
by the votes of two-thirds the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay, on admission, three dol- 
lars, and two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside 
within, and one dollar if they reside without, the limits of the 
town of Hartford; or, in lieu thereof, any person entitled to 



be a member, may constitute himself a life member by paying 
at one time, the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person, elected as a resident member, omit 
to sig^nify his acceptance of such election, within one month 
after receiving notice thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he 
shall forfeit the privilege of becoming a member. The 
payment of the annual assessment shall hereafter constitute a 
condition of continued membership, and the neglect or refusal 
to pay the same, for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society, shall be deemed a withdrawal from 
the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one 
month after the adopti<.)n of this by-law, by the Recording 
Secretary, to every resident member, to be signed and re- 
turned to the Secretary ; and members who shall subscribe 
the same shall thereafter be considered as accepting the pro- 
vision respecting the annual assessment and the conditions of 
membership. 

II. OFKICKRS. 

1. The Orticcrs of the Society, to be elected at the annual 
meeting by ballot, and io hold their olliees for one year and 
until others shall be chosen, shall be — a President, not ex- 
ceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- 
resp<»n(ling Steretary, a Treasurer, a Committee on Member- 
ship, to consist of seven members; Committees im the Library, 
and on Puljlication, each to consist of three members. 

Tlie ])recedin^ otVuers and the ehairman <.)f the several 
committees shall ct)nstitnte the Staniling Committee of the 
Society. 

A Librarian and Ca])iTiet Ket'per shall be appointed, on 
the n«»niination of the Standinj; Conuuittee. whenever such 
ai)])"i::itnent shall be deeined advisable.

members of their election, and furnish them certificates of 
membership; keep an accurate journal of the transactions of 
the Society and Standing Committee ; and. when directed by 
the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corre- 
spondence, in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and 
report the names of the persons paying the same to the Re- 
cording Secretary ; and shall also receive all other moneys 
due, and all donations or bequests of money made to the 
Society; shall pay, to the order of the chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee, such sums as may be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society, and Such as the Society may other- 
wise direct to be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account 
of all moneys received and paid by him, and of the property 
and debts of the Society; and shall, at the annual meeting, 
render a particular statement, to be examined and audited by 
a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 

6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee, shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, 
manuscripts, and other articles deposited in the rooms of the 
Society ; and shall, before every annual meeting of the Society, 
make a full report to the Library Committee of his doings as 
Librarian during the past year, and of the condition of the 
Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all 
the propositions for the admission of members. No nomina- 
tion for membership shall be considered or acted upon by the 
Committee during a regular meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each an- 
nual meeting, make a careful examination of the books and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society, and shall 
report thereon to the Standing Committee, including in such 
report the annual report of the Librarian. They may make 
purchases for the Library, under the direction of the Society, 
within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount 
as may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such 
purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintend- 
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ence of all publications ordered by the Society. They shall, 
from time to time, report to the Society respecting the selec- 
tion and arrangement of such papers, from the library of the 
Society or other sources, as are most suitable for publication 
in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

lo. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf 
of the Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next 
regular meeting of the Society, an make and annual report to 
the Society. Any three members of this Committee may con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and a notice 
for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a notice for the 
meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, 
at such time and place as the Standing Committee shall 
appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday 
evening of each month, unless suspended by a vote of the 
Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, 
in his absence! by the Recording Secretary, on the application 
of three members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be 
given in one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly 
called and notified, seven members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, other than the admission of 
new members, or the negotiation of exchange. 

IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be 
entered in a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donation shall be exchanged or disposed of unless 
the Society have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully 
preserved, and may at any time be taken by the depositor, in 
person, or delivered on his written order. Hut every deposit 
which shall not be so rechiimed or withdrawn shall, after the 
decease of the depositor, be entered as a donation, and become 
the property of the Society; unless, at the time of making the 
deposit, other conditit)ns shall be prescribed by the depositor. 
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V. LIBRARY. 

1. The Rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and 
articles belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be 
under the immediate charge of the Librarian, acting under the 
direction of the Library Committee. 

2. The Library shall be open for the inspection of the 
public, and the examination of books and manuscripts, and 
transcription therefrom, at such time, and on such conditions, 
as shall be prescribed by the Library Committee; and no book 
or manuscript shall be taken from the room, without a special 
vote of the Society, except by the Committee on Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the 
Hon. Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all 
special donations and subscriptions which may be made there- 
to, shall constitute a Publication Fund — the income of which 
shall be applied, under the direction of the Publication Com- 
mittee, toward the expense of such publications as may be 
ordered by the Society. 

Vn. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a 
regular meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the 
same is taken. 



ANNUAL ADDRESS. 



CTN compliance with the provisions of the laws of our 
I Society, by which it is made incumbent upon the 
-L President "to deliver, or provide for, an address at 
the annual meeting " of the Society, the undersigned, 
at the request of the President, proceeds to perform 
that duty. 

The Society has now had an active existence of 
fifty years, and if, on looking back, we can discover 
that we have neglected any duty that should have been 
performed to enlarge its usefulness, and extend an in- 
terest in its objects and welfare among the people of 
Connecticut, there could be no more fitting time than 
the present to resolve upon infusing into it a more 
vigorous life. It must necessarily feel the reviving in- 
fluences imparted to all the institutions associated with 
it under the general guardianship of the Wadsworth 
Atheneum, when all the munificent plans that are now 
projected to enlarge the objects and scope of that cor- 
poration are carried out, as they will be in the near 
future. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The total membership of the Society is 208, di- 
vided as follows: Resident members, 173; honorary 
members, 10; corresponding members, 25.

ANNUAL FIELD DAY. 

The " Annual Field Day " of the Society, a festival 
day recently inaugurated, which, it is hoped, will never 
be neglected, was most delightfully passed in the old 
historic town of Deerfield, Mass., on the 4th day of 
June last. On arriving at the town we were received 
by the officers of the Pocumtuck Valley Memorial 
Association, Hon. George Sheldon and Nathaniel Hitch- 
cock, and politely escorted by them over the scenes of 
the Bloody Brook massacre, the massacre at the fort, 
and all the other scenes of historic interest with which 
this ancient town is crowded. Not the least of the 
objects of interest visited was the " Memorial Hall," in 
which is gathered one of the most complete collections 
of Indian relics, and domestic furniture of the early 
settlers of the countr\', to be found in New England, 
all projx^rly assorted and catalogued for ready reference.

MONTHLY ESSAYS AND PAPERS. 

Early in the past year a committee was appointed, 
charged with the duty of providing to be read, at each 
regular meeting, an essay or historical paper. The 
result has been to systematize the order of business at 
our monthly meetings and very greatly to increase the 
attendance upon them and the interest in them. It is 
to be hoped that this committee will hereafter be 
placed among our standing committees. 

The first monthly meeting of the Society after the 
annual election of officers in May last, was held on our 
Annual Field Day, in Memorial Hall, in Deerfield, on 
the 4th day of June. Judge S. W. Adams read a poem 
upon the late celebration in this city of the two hund- 
red and fiftieth anniversary of the formation of the 
first Constitution of Connecticut. 

At the regular meeting of the Society in July, Dr. 
C. J. Hoadly described the reception in Hartford of 
the news of the fall of Louisburg, in June, 1745, and 
read an original letter descriptive of the same from 
Judge Daniel Edwards. 

At the October meeting, Mr. Frank F. Starr pre- 
sented a paper comprising the original corres]H)ndence 
between the State of Tennesvsee and Nathan Starr, of 
Middletown, the manufacturer of two swords which 
were made for the vState, and presented to Gen. Andrew 
Jackson, and Gen. Edmund P. Gaines, for their military 
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services. The interest of the correspondence, which 
covered a space of about six years, consisted in an ac- 
count of the extreme difficulty which the State had in 
forwarding the money to pay for the swords, and illus- 
trated the embarrassment of commercial intercourse 
between the Mississippi Valley and New England in 
that early day. 

In November, Mr. William H. Lee, of New York 
and Hartford, presented an elaborate paper upon the life 
and character of Major-General John Paterson, of the 
Revolutionary Army, and the history of the Paterson 
family. • 

In December, Mr. Forrest Morgan read a paper on 
the "Character and Distribution of the Huguenot set- 
tlements in America, and their effect on our national 
life and character." At the same meeting Mr. George 
J. Hagar, of Newark, N. J., addressed the Society upon 
'* State Aid to Historical Societies." 

At the January meeting, Dr. Gurdon W. Russell 
read a portion of an extended paper which he has pre- 
pared upon ** Up Neck in 1S25.'* Although limited in 
in its title to a portion of the old town of Hartford, it 
embraces a wide sweep of town history, which it is 
hoped will some day see the light in a permanent 
form. 

At the l-Y'bniary meeting, Judge S. W. Adams 
read a paper on **The naming of Wcthcrslield." Also a 
paper descriptive of *' Life in a man-of-war ship during 
the Rebellion/' drawn from his own personal experi- 
ence. 

At the March meeting, Mr. Henry F. Waters, of 
Salem, Mass., gave the Society an extremely interesting 
account of his personal experience among the public 
archives of England in prosecuting his j^enealogical 
investigations. 
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The last paper provided for, and the last of the 
year, was read* at the April meeting by Rev. Eugene 
F. Atwood, of Bloomfield. His theme was Philo Pen- 
field Stewart, a native of Sherman in this State, a bom 
inventor, a missionary, a philanthropist, and one of the 
founders of Oberlin College, Ohio. 

Correspondence with our Committee on Monthly 
Papers has recently been solicited by the New Haven 
County Historical Society, with reference to an inter- 
change of papers. It is proposed that papers of general 
interest presented to either Society be read before the 
other. In accordance with this excellent suggestion Mr. 
Forrest Morgan consented to read in New Haven, on the 
26th inst., his paper upon the Huguenot settlements in 
America, presented to our meeting last December, and 
Prof. Simeon E. Baldwin, of New Haven, will present 
to us, some time in July, a paper upon the constitu- 
tional history of this State. This mutually profitable 
and agreeable intercourse between the two Societies 
should continue unbroken. 

PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 

Although the Society has a very large and valuable 
collection of original historical papers, it is now twenty 
years since it has published any selections from them. 
I am pleased to announce that we have now in press the 
papers of Governor Joseph Talcott, covering- that por- 
tion of the history of the State from 1724 to 1741. The 
labor of editing these papers has been assumed by Miss 
Mary K. Talcott, a lineal descendant of the Governor, 
who will be ably assisted by Mr. Forrest Morgan. It 
is expected that these papers will fill two volumes of 
the same general style of our Collections, already pub- 
lished, but somewhat larger. A similar addition to the 
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historical literature of the country should be annually 
contributed by this Society. 

DECEASED MEMBERS. 

Since our last annual meeting three of our mem- 
bers have been removed by death — Stephen A. Hub- 
bard, January II, 1890; Junius Spencer Morgan, April 
8, 1890, and Edwin D. Tiffany, April 12, 1890. 

Stephen A. Hubbard was bom in Sunderland, 
Mass., August 20, 1827. He served an apprenticeship 
as a printer in Amherst, Mass., and followed his 
profession in New York City and Winsted, Conn., 
before coming to Hartford. In 1867 he became con- 
nected with the Hartford Courant as one of its pro- 
prietors, and remained in that connection to the time 
of his death. He joined our Society April 3, 1877, 
and from that time onward was one of our most 
zealous and useful members. Thoroughly interested 
in all that pertained to the interests and objects of 
the Society, no one was more relied upon than he 
was in all its practical work. His death was a seri- 
ous loss to the Society, and was sincerely mourned 
by us all as a personal loss. 

Junius Spencer Morgan was a native of West 
Springfield, Mass., where he was born April 14, 18 13. 
His family removed to Hartford when he was four years 
old, and here he remained, with the exception of about 
ten years spent in business in Boston and New York, 
till 1854, when he joined the famous banking house 
of George Peabody & Co. in London. The death of 
Mr. Peabody, ten years afterwards, placed him at the 
head of that house, where he continued till the time 
of his death. He joined this Society December 6, 
1843, four years after its organization, and how well 
he kept it in memory during his residence in a 
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foreign land, and how ardent his friendship for it 
was, is proved by the frequent valuable contribu- 
tions he made to its treasures, and especially by 
that rare and princely gift, recently made, our ac- 
knowledgment of which could only have reached 
him a few days before his death. And what more 
fitting place than this could there be to publish that 
acknowledgment ! 

** The Connecticut Historical Society, in acknowledging the gift 
from Mr. Junius S. Morgan of the colossal work, ' Facsimiles of 
manuscripts in European Archives relating to America, 1773-83,' 
is conscious that no ordinary form of thanks is adequate to express 
its feeling at once of the donor's generosity, and of his fine judg- 
ment in the selection of a gift. Not alone is it of a cost far beyond 
the present or probable resources of the Society, and therefore most 
unlikely to have come into our possession in any other way, but it will 
be incomparably the most massive and most valuable collection of 
original documents on American history yet published; being espe- 
cially of unique value as consisting of photographic facsimiles of 
the documents themselves, thus putting the humblest student on a 
level, in capacity of original research, with the wealthy and leisured 
or official classes, who can visit foreign capitals and ransack for- 
eign Ubraries without stint. This enormous collection, to which this 
Society gave its indorsement years ago, has been made possible 
only by private subscriptions, necessarily limited ; and therefore 
Mr. Morgan, in becoming for our benefit one of the small num- 
ber of subscribers, is not alone conferring on this S(x;iety a benefit 
of incalculable historic value, but is aiding to make certain the 
accomplishment of the work itself, and thus earning the gratitude 
of Americans and students of American institutions everywhere. The 
period covered by the collection, including as it does the proxi- 
mate genesis of the Revolution, that war itself, and the negotiations 
by which our independence was assured, is perhaps the most im- 
portant, probably the most intricate, and certainly in foreign lands 
the least understood period of our history ; and the work is there- 
fore not only an intellectual but a patriotic service of high order. 

••In view of these facts, the Connecticut Historical Society as 
a body, and individually, express to Mr. Morgan their tleep and 
enduring gratitude and appreciation for his most generous and judi- 
cious gift to themselves, his aid in securing from failure a stupen- 
dous and valuable historical labor, and his patriotic services as an 
8 
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American, in aiding a truer knowledge of his countr>'*s acts and 
motives in her crucial time ; and their trust and belief that the 
studies which this gift will stimulate and enable to be carried on, 
will mature into work that in honoring Hartford will also honor 
her munificent son. 

"It is the will of the Society that the foregoing expression of 
thanks be properly engrossed and forwarded by the Secretary to 
Mr. Morgan." 

Edwin D. Tiffany was a native of Sturbridge, 
Mass., where he was bom December 15, 1810. He 
learned the* trade of a printer in Southbridge, and 
came to Hartford in 1830. He afterwards formed a 
partnership with Newton Case and others and founded 
the large establishment now known as The Case, 
Lockwood & Brainard Co. In 1857 ^^ retired from 
the printing and publishing business with an ample 
fortune, and has since been engaged in banking and 
financial affairs. He* was a member of this Society 
from its organization. 

librarian's report. 

Your attention is called to the Annual Report of 
the Librarian. Especially would I call to your notice 
what he suggests in regard to classifying and cata- 
loguing our entire collection. With the most ample 
means, in expert hands, this would be a work of years 
at best. But it is so essential to the very existence of 
the S(K*iety, that nothing should stand in the way of 
our laying out the work and proceeding with it as 
rapidly as our means will permit. You cannot encour- 
age people to deposit articles of historic value with us 
unless you can give them an assurance that their con- 
tributions will 1x3 carefully preser\x*d, but it is of little 
consequence merely to preserve them if they are not 
arnmged and catalogued so as to be ])lainly exhibited, 
or readily referred to as ix^casion may require. Much 
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has been done the past year in the way of gathering 
up and arranging our unbound collection of newspapers, 
but very much yet remains to be done to perfect this 
work. The work of labeling and re-labeling our articles 
on exhibition has recently been faithfully performed by 
our custodian. 

What the Librarian says of our Library Fund 
should be carefully noted. This fund is at present 
too small to be of much practical account. During the 
last year we have strained our resources in this respect 
to the utmost, and yet our purchases have been almost 
as nothing compared with what has been offered us 
and what we need. The opportunities for securing 
such rare and valuable books as we need to supple- 
ment our own collection, seldom occur except at the 
sales of private libraries, and the circle of these is 
necessarily narrowing year by year. All private libra- 
ries of g^eat value at some time are either thrown 
upon the market or go by bequest to public institutions. 
In the latter case they are at once withdrawn from the 
reach of the buyer forever. In the former case they 
are largely purchased and placed in the same collec- 
tions, and become equally inaccessible to purchase. In 
this way it cannot be many years before all rare and 
valuable books will have been gathered up and passed 
along into these permanent public collections, where 
they will remain forever. What is done, then, by way 
of securing the needed additions to our collection, must 
be done soon. How to secure the needed addition to 
our Library Fund is the problem before us. We have 
an unknown friend who is frequently pointing out to 
us its solution, but unless troops of others will join him 
in the same good work, the solution of the problem is 
yet far off. Would it be unreasonable to ask the State, 
whose name we bear, and which alone receives what-

resp<»iiding SLcretary, a Treasurer, a Committee on Member- 
ship, to consist of seven members; Committees on the Library, 
and on Pu])lication. each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairman of the several 
committees shall constitute the Standing Committee of the 
Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on 
the nomination of the Standing Committee, whenever such 
api)«»iinincnt shall be deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, ix officio, chairman of the 
Standing Coiinnittee : *>hall jn-eside at all meetings of the Soci- 
ety and Standing Committee : call, by himself or Secretary. 
all meetin>:s «)f the Society, and deliver t»r provide for an ad- 
dress; at the annr.al ^^n-et'T^g. 

3. T':e Kv"*-'-''':"^ Se'-rri.»ry sha"- "i'-** c'-to'-'v nf the 
li'.cs, records, and seal of the Society; ^hall gi\c notice to new 



members of their election, and furnish them certificates of 
membership; keep an accurate journal of the transactions of 
the Society and Standing Committee; and, when directed by 
the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corre- 
spondence, in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and 
report the names of the persons paying the same to the Re- 
cording Secretary ; and shall also receive all other moneys 
due, and all donations or bequests of money made to the 
Society; shall pay, to the order of the chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee, such sums as may be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society, and such as the Society may other- 
wise direct to be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account 
of all moneys received and paid by him, and of the property 
and debts of the Society; and shall, at the annual meeting, 
render a particular statement, to be examined and audited by 
a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 

6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee, shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, 
manuscripts, and other articles deposited in the rooms of the 
Society; and shall, before every annual meeting of the Society, 
make a full report to the Library Committee of his doings as 
Librarian during the past year, and of the condition of the 
Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all 
the propositions for the admission of members. No nomina- 
tion for membership shall be considered or acted upon by the 
Committee during a regular meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each an- 
nual meeting, make a careful examination of the books and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society, and shall 
report thereon to the Standing Committee, including in such 
report the annual report of the Librarian. They may make 
purchases for the Library, under the direction of the Society, 
within the incomq of the Library fund, or to such an amount 
as may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such 
purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintend- 
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ence of all publications ordered by the Society. They shall, 
from time to time, report to the Society respecting the selec- 
tion and arrangement of such papers, from the library of the 
Society or other sources, as are most suitable for publication 
in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

lo. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf 
of the Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next 
regular meeting of the Society, an make and annual report to 
the Society. Any three members of this Committee may con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and a notice 
for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a notice for the 
meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, 
at such time and place as the Standing Committee shall 
appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday 
evening of each month, unless suspended by a vote of the 
Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, 
in his absence! by the Recording Secretary, on the application 
of three members, 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be 
given in one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly 
called and notified, seven members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, other than the admission of 
new members, or the negotiation of exchange. 

IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be 
entered in a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donation shall be exchanged or disposed of unless 
the Society have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully 
preserv-ed, and may at any time be taken by the depositor, in 
person, or delivered on his written order. Hut every deposit 
which shall not be so reclaimed or withdrawn shall, after the 
decease of the depositor, be entered as a donation, and become 
the property of the Society; unless, at the time of making the 
deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 
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V. LIBRARY. 

1. The Rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and 
articles belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be 
under the immediate charge of the Librarian, acting under the 
direction of the Library Committee. 

2. The Library shall be open for the inspection of the 
public, and the examination of books and manuscripts, and 
transcription therefrom, at such time, and on such conditions, 
as shall be prescribed by the Library Committee; and no book 
or manuscript shall be taken from the room, without a special 
vote of the Society, except by the Committee on Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the 
Hon. Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all 
special donations and subscriptions which may be made there- 
to, shall constitute a Publication Fund — the income of which 
shall be applied, under the direction of the Publication Com- 
mittee, toward the expense of such publications as may be 
ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a 
regular meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the 
same is taken. 



ANNUAL ADDRESS. 



IN compliance with the provisions of the laws of our 
Society, by which it is made incumbent upon the 
President "to deliver, or provide for, an address at 
the annual meeting ** of the Society, the undersigned, 
at the request of the President, proceeds to perform 
that duty. 

The Society has now had an active existence of 
fifty years, and if, on looking back, we can discover 
that we have neglected any duty that should have been 
performed to enlarge its usefulness, and extend an in- 
terest in its objects and welfare among the people of 
Connecticut, there could be no more fitting time than 
the present to resolve upon infusing into it a more 
vigorous life. It must necessarily feel the reviving in- 
fluences imparted to all the institutions associated with 
it under the general guardianship of the Wadsworth 
Atheneum, when all the munificent plans that are now 
projected to enlarge the objects and scope of that cor- 
poration are carried out, as they will be in the near 
future. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The total membership of the Society is 208, di- 
vided as follows: Resident members, 173; honorary 
members, 10; corresponding members, 25. 

The increase in membership during the last year 
has been : Resident members, 6\ ; honj^rary members, 
3 ; corresponding members, 2.

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BY-LAWS OF THE SOCIETY. 



[In force, July, 1891.] 



I. MEMBERS. 



1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, and Hon- 
orary Members. 

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State of Connec- 
ticut ; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any meeting of the 
Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons residing out 
of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be subject to any admission fee 
or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have rendered im- 
portant public service to the State of Connecticut, or to the cause of his- 
toric inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corresponding, or 
resident member, until at least one month after his nomination by the 
Committee on Membership ; and every such vote shall be taken by ballot, 
at a regular meeting, at which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or corresponding 
members shall be based on the application, in writing, of two resident 
members, stating the reasons for such nomination, and the qualifications 
of the persons proposed for membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a member, 
and there shall be found two ballots against his admission, the presiding 
officer shall declare the election postponed. At the next regular meeting, 
if the recommendation of the committee shall be renewed, he may be ad- 
mitted by the votes of two-thirds the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay, on admission, three dollars, and 
two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside within, and one dollar if 
they reside without, the limits of the town of Hartford ; or, in lieu there- 
of, any person entitled to be a member, may constitute himself a life 
member by paying at one time, the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person, elected as a resident member, omit to signify 
his acceptance of such election, within one month after receiving notice 
thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he shall forfeit the privilege of be- 
coming a member. The payment of the annual assessment shall here- 



after constitute a condition of continued membership, and the neglect or 
refusal to pay the same, for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society, shall be deemed a withdrawal from the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Secretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assessment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

II. OFFICERS. 

1 . The Officers of the Society, to be elected at the annual meeting 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for one year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Librar>', and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairman of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomina- 
tion of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, ex officio, chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing Com- 
mittee ; call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, and 
deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custotly of the files, records, 
and seal of the SjKjiety : shall give notice to new members of their 
election, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
journal of the transactions of the Society and Standing Committee ; and, 
when directed by the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence, 
in iK'half of the Socictv. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the |K*isons paying the same to the Recording Secretary ; and 
shall also rtsjeive all other moneys due, and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the Society ; shall pay, to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing Committee, such sums as may be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society, and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
l)c paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and piiid by him, and of the pr<»ix.-rty and debts of the ScK-iety; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement. l») l)e examined and 
audited by a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 



6. The Librarian, tinder the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society ; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of liis doings as Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nomination for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Societ>' for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintendence of all 
publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the selection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most 
suitable for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall app>oint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretar}-, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be gfiven in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
other than the admission of new members, or the negotiation of ex- ' 
change.

IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donation shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the Society 
have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully preser\'ed, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor, in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn shall, after the decease of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society ; unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

V. LIBRARY. 

1. The Rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
.belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be under the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be open for the inspection of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as shall be prescribed by the 
Library' Committee ; and no book or manuscript shall b» taken from the 
room, without a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. 
Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all special donations 
and subscriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publi- 
cation Fund — the income of which shall be applied, under the direction 
of the Publication Committee, toward the expense of such publications 
as may be ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular 
meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the sxime is taken. 



ANNUAL ADDRESS. 



THE increased public interest in the aims and pur- 
poses of this Society is shown in the large addition 
made to our roll of members during the past year, 
and in the attendance at our monthly meetings. 

The total attendance of the regular members of the 
Society at the ten regular meetings of the year has been 
366, the smallest 23, the largest 48. This does not include 
the guests of members who were always present in con- 
siderable numbers. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The present membership of the Society is 254, di- 
vided as follows: Resident members, 219 (40 of whom 
are life members); honorary members, 10; correspond- 
ing members, 25. 

During the past year the increase in resident mem- 
bers has been 63 ; honorary members, i ; corresponding 
members, i.

ANNUAL FIELD DAV. 

Plymouth, Mass., was selected last year as the place 
for holding the Field Day of the Society. Leaving Hart- 
ford at 9 o'clock on the morning of Tuesday, June 3, by 



to 

the New England road, we arrived at Boston in time for 
dinner, and reached Plymouth at 4 P. M., where we were 
comfortably entertained at^ the Samoset House. A com- 
mittee of the Old Colony Historical Society, headed by 
Hon. William T. Davis, the historian of the Old Colony, 
here took us in charge and were constant in their atten- 
tions during our stay. The regular monthly meeting of 
the Society was held in the parlors of the Samoset in the 
evening. An interesting incident of the evening was the 
reading, by request, of the oration of Edward Everett on 
the 22d day of December, 1824, at Plymouth, by Joseph 
G. Woodward, Esq. 

On Wednesday morning early, carriages being in 
readiness, we were taken in succession to every spot of 
historic interest in the town. From the base of the g^at 
mcmument, with the harbor and adjoining countr}' spread 
out before us, Mr. Davis gave a vivid description of all 
the localities and events so familiar in name to those who 
have been interested in the story of the Mayflower and 
its passengers. Attention was called to the part that 
citizens of Hartford had taken in the construction of the 
monument itself. The museums, the cemeteries, the 
ancient houses, and the famous Rock it.self, were all 
visited and commented upon by our intelligent guide. 
The ])leasures of this beautiful day will be vividly re- 
membered by those who participated in them as long as 
thev live. 

The .se(juel to this delightful vi.sit may be found in 
the aeeomj)anying correspondence, prcmi.sing that accu- 
rate dimensions of the chair mentioned were taken bv 
Mr. Fenn, who also secured a photograph of it. .so that 
his copy is an absolute facsimile of the old chair in the 
Pl}Tnouth C(>I lection.

The members of the Connecticut Historical Society have a per- 
manent pleasure in recalling their Field Day at Plymouth last summer. 
They feel that the profit and the delight of their pilgrimage were due in 
great part to your courteous readiness to give them the benefit of your 
thorough knowledge of the history of the colony, its people and places. 
The emotions excited by the vivid and picturesque account of the landing 
to which they listened while standing in the shadow of the monument on 
the hill, will not be forgotten. 

It will gratify them greatly if you will be good enough to ac*cept 
from their hands a chair which has to-day been sent to your address. 
You will doubtless observe that it is after the model of the Bailey Chair, 
which seemed a better device for the comfort of man than any other 
chair in the Plymouth collection. It is of oak, grown in Hartford County, 
Connecticut, and was made under the supervision of Mr. Linus Tryon 
Fenn, a member of our Society. The tablet is of Charter Oak, furnished 
by the Honorable John W. Stedman, President of the Society. 

To hope that you may live so long that when old age shall come 
you may find its stout arms of service in your daily life would surely be 
kind to others if not to yourself.

While I need no such recognition of any courtesies which it may 
have been in my power to extend to visitors in our ancient town, it affords 
a gratifying a.ssurance of their appreciation, and thus furnishes a 
stimulus to further effort in the same direction. 

The chair has already assumed the character of an heirl(K>m in my 
family, and will pass in time to my son, Howland Davis, and his son 
Howland, who are descended from ten of the Mayfiower passengers. 

Plea.se accept my warmest thanks for yourself and your associates 
in the gift, and be assured that on any future visit to Plymouth, which 
either of you may make, I shall take pleasure in describing to you more 
fully the historic landmarks of the Pilgrim Lund.

MONTHLY ESSAYS AND PAPERS. 

The papers and essays provided, during the year, by 
the committee appointed for that purpose, have attracted 
large audiences, and many of them have been of ex- 
ceptional ability and will probably appear hereafter in the 
collections of the Society. 

At the July meeting Hon. Simeon E. Baldwin, of the 
New Haven County Historical Society, read an elaborate 
paper upon the **Two Constitutions of the Colony of 
Connecticut." 

The first paper read after the resumpticm of the 
regular meetings in the fall was on October 8th. It was 
by P. H. Woodward, Esq., upon the "Life and Character 
of Col. Thomas Knowltcm." Mr. Woodward afterwards, 
upon invitation, read the same paper to the New Haven 
County Historical Society. 

At the November meeting the President read a 
paper entitled " Some Things that I Remember in Hart- 
ford Sixty Years Ago.** 
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Professor Samuel Hart, of Trinity College, read a 
paper at the December meeting upon ** The Convocation 
and College of Doctors of the Episcopal Church in Con- 
necticut.'* 

At the January meeting Jonathan F. Morris, Esq., 
read copious extracts from the diaiy of Col. Jeremiah 
Wadsworth while he was a commissary of the Revolu- 
tionary army. 

The February meeting was interested in an elaborate 
paper by Miss Ellen D. Larned, the historian of Windham 
County. Her subject was ** Spent Lights," or a review of 
the lives of several men once very prominent and very 
influential in public affairs in Eastern Connecticut, but 
now almost wholly forgotten. 

Charles H. Clark, Esq., of the Hartford Courant, read 
a paper at the March meeting upon ** Connecticut and her 
Constitution in 1818." 

At the April meeting Jabez H. Hayden, Esq., of 
Windsor Locks, read a paper upon the ** Beginnings of 
the Town of Windsor.** 

At the closing meeting of the Society for the season 
in May, Nathan Starkweather, Esq., presented a paper 
upon the public men of Connecticut and their term of 
office in former days. 

PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 

At the time of making the last report I hoped to be 
able to announce this year that the Talcott Papers, then 
in preparation, were published. The committee having 
the matter in charge have, however, been unable to com- 
plete their work. As it has progrcvssed they have found 
it necessary to consult other American collections of 
papers, and even the English collections, and the work 
will not be completed for several months to come. It is 
more important that it should be accurately done than 
that it should be hurried. 
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DECEASED MEMBERS. 

We have lost from the roll of our honorary members 
during the past year, Hon. George Bancroft, of Washing- 
ton City, January i8, 1891. and from our corresponding- 
members Rev. Dr. George Morgan Hills, of Burlington, 
N.J. 

The deaths among our resident members have been : 
Leonard Holmes Bacon, August 3, 1890; Newton Case, 
September 14, 1890; John Perkins Cushing Mather, Feb- 
ruary' 12, 1 891 ; William Henry Gross, March 17, 1891 : 
George Maxwell, April 2, 1891: and John Coddington 
Kinney, April 23, 1891. 

Lkonaki) Holmes Bacon was a life member of the 
Society in consideration of his subscription to the build- 
ing fund of the Wadsworth Atheneum in 1841. He was 
a son of Dr. Leonard Bacon, a prominent physician of 
this city, and was born in Hartford, September 17, 1817. 
During his early life he was active in public affairs in his 
native city, and from September 6, 1844, to March 10, 
1847. was major of the (jovernor's Foot Guards. For 
many years he pursued medical studies in his fathers 
office, and although he never took a medical degree he 
accjuired such a useful education that when he emigrated 
to California in 1S49 he practiced medicine there success- 
fully in connection with his business enterprises. He re- 
turned t() Hartford in \H(yC\ with an ample fortune, but 
owing to impaired health he passed his winters in Florida 
and his summers on the scaeoast. so that he was scarcelv 
known to the present residents of the city. He was one 
of the early promoters of Cottage City, on Martha's 
Vineyard, where he passed his summers for many years, 
and where he died. His wife was a daughter of the late 
William W. Turner, principal of the American Asylum 
for the Deaf and Dumb. His onlv .s(m, who survives 
him, is Dr. William T. Bacon of this city. 
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Newton Case was a native of Canton, in this 
State, where he was bom March 12, 1807. He came to 
Hartford in 1828, and in 1830 entered into the copper- 
plate printing business. In January, 1833, he formed a 
partnership with the late E. D. Tiflfany, and commenced 
the book-printing business. This business proving sat- 
isfactory, in 1838 they admitted Leander C. Burnham 
into the partnership, and purchased the large printing 
establishment of Philemon Canfield, and combined it 
with theirs under the firm name of Case, Tiffany & 
Burnham, and located it in the old county jail building 
on Pearl street, it being then abandoned for jail pur- 
poses. From this beginning grew the large corporation 
of The Case, Lockwood & Brainard Company, with 
which Mr. Case was connected to the day of his death. 
He was largely interested in 'most of the corporations 
of the city, and in many large enterprises South and 
West. He will be longest remembered in Hartford by 
his princely contributions to the Hartford Theological 
Seminary. The new library building connected with 
this seminary, called the " Newton Case Library," is 
w^holly a gift from him, and he gave largely to the 
fund for the purchase of books to fill it. By his will 
the seminar}' receives a munificent bequest, and will 
finally get the bulk of the large estate that he left. 

Mr. Case was not active or prominent in the affairs 
of our Society, but he was always interested in its 
welfare, and early qualified himself to become a life 
member. 

John Perkins Cushing Mather, vice-president of 
this Society from May 24, 1886, till his death, was a 
native of New London, where he was born on the 23d 
day of September, 18 16. He was the only child of 
Capt. Andrew Mather of New London, and Mary Wet- 
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more Mather, a native of Middletown. On his father's 
side he was descended directly from the famous Rich- 
ard Mather, and on his mother's side he traced his 
lineage back to Christopher Christophers, a Barbadoes 
merchant who settled in New London in 1665. His 
father commanded the United States revenue cutter sta- 
tioned at New London, for many years. 

Young Mather was prepared for Yale College at 
the " Union School," New London, then presided over 
by James W. McLane, the successor in office of Nathan 
Hale, its first instructor. He graduated in 1837, ^^ ^^^ 
famous class which included Samuel J. Tilden, Mor- 
rison R. Waite, W. M. Evarts, Edwards Pierrepont, 
Benjamin Silliman, and other distinguished men. Re- 
turning to his native town he entered the law office of 
Hon. Lyman Law and was admitted to the bar in 
1839. He was mayor of New London from 1845 ^^ 
1850; represented New Londcm in the General Assem- 
bly in 1848; on the death of Hiram Weed, Secretary 
of State in 1850, was elected by the legislature to fill 
his place, and continued in that office by popular vote 
till 1854; from 1858 to 1861 was collector of customs 
of the port of New London; in 1878 and 1879, repre- 
sented the old seventh district in the State Senate ; 
for many years held the office of Judge of Probate for 
the district of New London, and from 1874 to 1886 
was Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of New Lon- 
don County, when he retired on account of having 
reached the age of seventy years. Under the will of 
Leonard Bulkeley. he was appointed a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Hulkeley School, a school for 
the instruction in the higher branches of the boys of 
New London, and chairman of the Board from its or- 
ganization in 1852 to the day of his death. No citizen 
of New London was more prominently identified with 
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this school or more deeply interested in its welfare 
than Judge Mather. He was one of the founders of 
the New London County Historical Society, and after 
the death of Hon. Lafayette S. Foster became its Presi- 
dent. 

For the last three years Judge Mather has percepti- 
bly failed in health, but it was only for two or three 
weeks before his death that he was confined to his 
house by weakness. He left no family, and by his will 
the bulk of his property went to distant relatives, who 
were scarcely personally acquainted with him. 

The habits of Judge Mather were quiet and stu- 
dious. His temperament did not fit him for a leader in 
.debate at the bar or in the legislature, but his clear, 
judicial mind, and great information on all practical 
subjects, joined to a uniformly courteous address, gave 
him a strong influence among his associates wherever 
he was placed. His opinions were carefully and con- 
scientiously formed and tenaciously adhered to. He 
was a remarkably well read man, especially in history 
and politics, and had an iron memory for details. He 
was a safe and wise counsellor. It is rare to meet a 
man so thoroughly capable of explaining the history 
and eflfiect of any particular public event or the char- 
acter and career of our public men. He was especially 
well informed on all subjects relating to Connecticut. 
In his death this Society loses one of its most intelli- 
gent members, and the State a citizen who was faith- 
ful, useful, and respected in the many public positions 
he filled in her service. 

William Henry Gross was born in Hartford, 

November 3, 1835. He entered a book store early in 

life, and in 1858, united with Flavius A. Brown in the 

firm of Brown & Gross, the oldest and best-known

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bookstore in Hartford. Here he passed his life. The 
house published many valuable works, and had a large 
trade in standard books. 

Mr. Gross had always an intelligent interest in 
historical affairs, but was only actively connected with 
this Society since 1888. He was a valued and useful 
member, and greatly respected by all who enjoyed his 
acquaintance. 

Geor(,e Maxwell was born in Heath. Mass., July 
30, 1 81 7, and lived in that town till he was seventeen 
years of age, working upon a farm, when he went to 
Greenfield, Mass., as a clerk in a store. In 1843 ^^ 
came to Rockville in this State and remained there in 
business to the time of his death. He commencxjd 
manufacturing in a small way, and gradually grew to 
be one of the largest and most prosperous manufacturers 
in the State. He was largely interested in nearly ever)'^ 
prominent business enterprise in his section of the State, 
and took a deep interest in all State associations and 
institutions that were approved by his judgment, such 
as the Hartford Theological Seminary, the Connecticut 
Temperance Union, the Connecticut Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, etc. He represented Vernon in the 
Legislature in 1871, and his district in the Senate in 
1S72. 

Mr. Maxwell was eminently a strong and reliable 
man, whose coun.sels were freely sought in public and 
private affairs, and whose influence was always for 
whatever was good and ?)f good report. 

John C()I)I)IN<;t()N Kinnkv was born in Nassau, 
N. Y., on the 21st day of February. 1839. The follow- 
ing year his father. Rev. E. D. Kinney, removed with 
his family to Darien in this State, where they have 
since resided. He was educated at Vale College, grad- 
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uating in 1861, and passed directly into the army of 
the Union where he served till the close of the war in 
1865. He was with the Thirteenth Connecticut Volun- 
teers during their experience in Louisiana, and from 
there was transferred to the signal service and was with 
Farragut at the time of the battle in Mobile Bay. 
Returning from the war he took charge of the editorial 
department of the Waterbury American, and soon after 
connected himself with the Hartford Courant. He was 
U. S. Marshal for the district of Connecticut from 1882 
to 1886, and in 1890 was appointed postmaster at Hart- 
ford, which office he held at the time of his death. He 
was also Major of the Governor's Foot Guard from 
1882 until the close of his life. 

Major Kinney was eminently social and enthusias- 
tic in his support of all societies of a public nature. 
His name was connected with nearly every Army and 
Navy Society to which he was eligible, and with all 
that interested Yale College. He was one of the origi- 
nal organizers of the Connecticut Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. In whatever society he 
placed himself, he at once became a leader, and was 
looked up to as a reliable executive officer. His con- 
nection with this Society only dates from last Novem- 
ber. In his report our Librarian speaks of his valuable 
donations to our 'library. 

Massachusetts Historical Society. 

On the 24th day of January, last, the Massachusetts 
Historical Society celebrated the one-hundredth anni- 
versary' of the formation of that Society, in Boston. It 
was an historic occasion not only for Massachusetts 
but for all New England. Rev. Joseph H. Twichell 
represented this Society on the occasion as the alternate 
of the President. 
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Librarian's Report. 

The Librarian's report presents a gratifying account 
of the progress of that department of the Society. Our 
wants are clearly pointed out, and at no distant time, 
when all the improvements are completed that are 
now in progress in our building, a vigorous effort must 
be made to supply them. I commend the interesting 
facts which he reports, and his practical suggestions, 
to your attention. 

Conclusion. 

During the past year we have progressed in cata- 
loguing our library so far as to have made a complete 
list of our collection of unbound newspapers. This is an 
important step in advance. It may not be advisable to 
attempt anything further in this direction until the 
radical alterations and additions in our building are 
completed which are now in progress. These changes 
may not be completed for a year and a half to come, 
or possibly more, and when completed may involve 
many changes in the arrangement of our collection 
which cannot now be foreseen.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



To the President and Members: 

The annual reports of the Secretary and Librarian 
of a society such as ours cannot avoid a certain same- 
ness from year to year, or present an entertaining 
variety, or touch on a new and wide range of topics. 
The work in our comparatively limited library field is 
alwajrs the same, yet changes with the infinite variety 
of the human mind and its wants. The man who to- 
day takes the answer to his question as a matter of 
course, or with pleasure and perhaps surprise, returns 
to-morrow with a harder problem and more sanguine 
expectation. Then, very likely he is disappointed at 
finding nothing on his subject. In answer to his ques- 
tion " Why don't the Society get that book, or periodical ; 
it will be of the greatest value?" he is told, that 
there is no money to buy with ; that additions come 
almost entirely by gift. Now, if he is wise and has 
understanding, he is grateful to all the givers, who 
have made our collection such a storehouse as it is, 
but desires, that full soon, the time will come when 
provision can be made for intelligently filling up the 
gaps. 

Meanwhile, the gifts continue to come in, and dur- 
ing the past year have been many and valuable, though 
not so large in number as in 1889-90. One encourag- 
ing sign is found in the number of the members who 
have put something in the Society since the last annual 
meeting (27). There may be mentioned, Messrs. B. R. 
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Allen, R. Battell, Miss L. A. Brainard, W. F. J. Board- 
man, C. W. Bowen, C. H. Clark, E. J. Cleveland, W. 
Cothren, H. T. Drowne, F. B. Gay, J. J. Goodwin, S. A. 
Green, C. J. Hoadly, A. S. Kellogg, Mrs. J. C. Kinney, 
H. E. Mather, F. Morgan, Mrs. A. H. Pitkin, G. W. 
Russell, W. C. vSharpe, J. vShepard, F. F. Starr, J. W. 
Stedman, J. Terry, G. L. Walker, R. C. Winthrop, and 
P. H. Woodward. 

The total number of additions since the last report 
is i,i6i, which maybe divided as follows: 243 volumes. 
896 pamphlets, and 22 miscellaneous articles. Of these, 
1,087 were donations, consisting of 230 volumes, 825 
pamphlets, and 22 other articles. By purchase and ex- 
change there were obtained 13 volumes, 71 pamphlets. 

Among our donors should first be mentioned the 
unknown friend who so modestlv but faithfullv remem- 
bers the Society each year with a subscription for a 
book fund. This year the gift (§200) was accompanied 
by the unwelcome assurance that nothing more could 
be expected for the future unless the Society takes 
steps to increase this, or make a permanent and much 
larger fund for the benefit of the library. Another 
notable giver is Mr. William F. J. Boardman of Hart- 
ford, who presented nearly 100 volumes and over 30 
pamphlets. This is especially valuable as containing 
fifteen genealogies, many of them scarce and n(me of 
them in the library : while nearly all of the other 
b<H)ks and pamphlets were written or printed in Con- 
necticut, and Hartford. The late Mr. Junius Morgan's 
gift of Stevens' ** Facsimiles of Manuscripts in European 
Archives relating to America." continues with great 
regularity, vr^lumes 4 8 having been received. It is 
worthv of note that more than 115 documents bv or in 
some way relating to Sihus Deane. Esq., have already 
appeared in these ** Facsimiles." The more this work 
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IS examined the more wonderful it seems. If it were 
the undertaking of a great government, backed by all 
of the forces at its command, it would be considered a 
magnificent thing : as the effort of one man, an Ameri- 
can, it is a stupendous monument to human knowledge, 
historical zeal, and self-denying labor and devotion. 
We, as an American Historical Society owe a debt to 
Mr. B. F. Stevens and to Mr. Morgan not to be meas- 
ured by the money value of the work. 

The late Major John C. Kinney desired that this 
Society should have certain of his books, pamphlets, and 
papers. Mrs. Kinney has sent to us the Proceedings of 
the (reneral Society of the Cincinnati, 1784- 1884, with 
papers, letters, tfc, relating to the proposed re-establish- 
ment of the Cincinnati in this State, in 1888; also the 
official correspondence, documents, regimental reports, 
etc., relating to the ** Buckingham Day " celebration in 
1884: the regimental reports on ** Battle-flag Day," 1879; 
letters and other documents relating to Connecticut's par- 
ticipation in the Centennial Celebration of the Constitu- 
tion, Philadelphia, 1887, and many more on her part in 
the Centennial of Washington's Inauguration, New York, 
1889. In addition there have been received some 50 or 
more books and pamphlets from the same source. 

The Historical Societies, and manv other institutions 
through the country have sent us their publications, while 
among the large individual givers may be mentioned 
Hon. C. C. Baldwin of Cleveland, Hon, Robbins Battell 
of Norfolk, William Cothren, E. Geer's Sons, Hon. S. A. 
Green of Boston, Forrest Morgan, Mrs. Stephen Terry, 
the Travelers Insurance Co., and the United States 
Government. The American Antiquarian Society of 
Worcester has sent two or more packages of books and 
pamphlets, many of them being Connecticut imprints 
and school books. The Rhode Island Historical Society 
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kindly completed our set of its proceedings. Letters and 
other manuscripts have been received from Mrs. J. C. 
Kinney, Mrs. C. C. B. Sexton, James A, Smith, A. B. 
Talcott, Mrs. John L. Talcott, and Frank B. Gay. 

Among the books of special value to our readers, 
added during the year, are the following : 

Davis's Ancient Landmarks of Plymouth ; Facsimile 
of the Domesday Book, relating to Essex; Da Costa*s 
Pre-Columbian Discovery of America (2d ed.); Paine's 
Ancient Woodstock records (scrap-book) ; Minnesota in 
the Civil and Indian Wars; Boston Record Commis- 
sioners* Reports; Bowen's Boundary Disputes of Con- 
necticut ; Butler's History of Farmington, Me. ; Hanson's 
History of Gardiner, Me. ; Taylor's History of Great 
Barrington, Mass. ; Powers's History of Sangamon 
County, 111., with genealogies; Young's History of 
Wayne County, Ind. ; Williams's History of Danby, Vt. ; 
Teller's History of Ridgefield, Conn. ; Smith's History of 
Dutchess County, N. Y. ; Starr's Sketch of New London ; 
Hanson's Old Kent County, Md., with genealogies ; His- 
torical Catalogue of the Massachusetts Society of the Cin- 
cinnati ; Portrait gallery and biographical sketches of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, with others of as 
much interest. In the line of family history and gene- 
alogy : American Ancestry (5 vols.) ; Willett, Candee, 
Mallery, Newell, Norton, Bryan, Wadsworth, P^ynchon, 
Cook, Catlin, AUyn, Backus, Goodwin, Plumb, North, 
Mather, Bird, Torrey, Thayer, Smith, Goodrich, Green- 
leaf, Jillson, Mowry, Bicknell, Dunster, Crosby, Herrick, 
Burleigh, Cutter, Hutchinson, Root, Whittier, Chapman, 
Lane. 

The above-named books and many others have been 
entered in the " class list " in the Watkinson Library ; no 
new lists, however, have been attempted. The ordinarj' 
correspondence of the Society has been kept up with, 
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nearly. This feature of our work becomes more im- 
portant and exacting each year. Genealogical and his- 
torical queries have come from nearly every state in the 
Union, and Canada, England, and France. The forma- 
tion through the country of Societies of Sons of the 
American Revolution has stimulated interest in search- 
ing out pedigrees to a remarkable degree ; and a sur- 
prising number of family lines seem to converge in Con- 
necticut sires. As an instance, the Society received four 
letters in one day on this matter, all from New York city ; 
while the calls for information in person are many and 
persistent. A new class of calls, and unexpectedly large, 
has resulted from our shelving of the directories of 
various cities, given us by E. Geer s Sons. 

For a number of years the Society had stored in the 
Atheneum-street building a quantity of unbound and 
unassorted newspapers. Whether they w^ere of much or 
little value no one seemed to know. In view of the 
expected removal of the old buildings, it was decided 
to have them arranged. This was done by outside as- 
sistance, during the summer and autumn, but the result 
is not all which could be wished. Although a great 
many papers of value and interest were found, the yearly 
series in very many cases are broken, while duplicates are 
numerous. 

It is admitted by all, that newspapers are the one 
great source of printed material for the making of his- 
tory. Also that the historical societies at the East are far 
behind those at the West in collecting this material. • We 
should certainly keep files of the Connecticut papers ; but 
it is not desirable to heap on our floors a mass of odd 
numbers of unrelated periodicals from every section of 
the Union, because they date back a generation or two. 
Many of these papers would be of value in other libraries, 
and an exchange might be made of mutual benefit. The 
4 
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most we can say regarding this work is, that we have at 
last over 600 packages tied and labeled, and a fairly com- 
plete list of their contents and of a considerable portion 
of the bound newspapers belonging to the library. 

No other new work has been attempted by the libra- 
rian during the year, unless a number of evenings passed 
in reading proof and comparing originals with the 
printed matter of the forthcoming volume of the Talcott 
Papers, can be so called. 

In closing, will you permit a suggestion or two as to 
needed work which may be done in the Society, or en- 
couraged by it outside. We should be represented at and 
take a part in all local commemorative or historical cele- 
brations, and at as many outside the State as possible. 
We should show a live interest in all the changes taking 
place in Hartford, to commend or condemn. A necessary 
thing to do, and a valuable addition to make, would be 
photographs of the old buildings and streets of the city. 
To those of us who have visited the Bostonian Societv, 
perhaps the most remarkable part of its collection are the 
hundreds of views of Boston, especially the Boston which 
has disappeared by fire, change, or progress. Surely 
some r)f our members can do this work for Hartford. 

The coins and medals, now scattered through various 
cases, should be broui^lit together and catalogued or la- 
beled. The Society has members competent for this also.

I. MEMBERS. 

1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, and Hon- 
orary Members. 

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State of Connect- 
icut; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any meeting of the 
Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons residing out 
of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be subject to any admission fee 
or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have rendered im- 
portant public service to the State of Connecticut, or to the cause of his- 
toric inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corresponding, or 
resident member, tmtil at least one month after his nomination by the 
Committee on Membership ; and every such vote shall be taken by ballot, 
at a regular meeting, at which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or corresponding 
members shall be based on the application, in writing, of two resident 
members, stating the reasons for such nomination, and the qualifications 
of the persons proposed for membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a member, 
and there shall be found two ballots against his admission, the presiding 
officer shall declare the election postponed. At the next regular meeting, 
if the recommendation of the committee shall be renewed, he may be ad- 
mitted by the votes of two-thirds the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay, on admission, three dollars, and 
two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside within, and one dollar if 
they reside without, the limits of the town of Hartford ; or, in lieu there- 
of, any person entitled to be a member may constitute himself a life 
member by paying at one time the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person elected as a resident member omit to signify 
his aooeptanoe of such election within one month after receiving notice 
thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he shall forfeit the privilege of be- 
coming a member. The payment of the annual assessment shall here- 



after constitute a condition of continued membership, and the neglect or 
refusal to pay the same for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society shall be deemed a withdrawal from the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Secretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assessment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

11. OFFICERS. 

1. The Officers of the Society, to be elected at the annual meeting 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for one year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Library, and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairman of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomina- 
tion of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, ex officio y chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing Com- 
mittee : call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, and 
deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custody of the files, records, 
and seal of the Society ; shall give notice to new members of their 
election, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
journal of the transactions of the Society and Standing Committee ; and, 
when directed by the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence, 
in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the persons pa}'in|^ the same to the Recording Secretary ; and 
shall also receive all other moneys due, and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the Society ; shall pay, to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing Committee, such sums as may be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and paid by him, and of the property and debts of the Society ; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement, to be examined and 




audited by a committee who shall be appointed at such amiual meeting 
for that purpose. 

6. The Librarian, tmder the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society ; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of his doings as Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nomination for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. ' 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintendence of all 
publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the selection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most 
suitable for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

in. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretary, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be g^ven in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business,

other than the admission of new members, or the negotiation of ex- 
change. 

IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a b<K)k kept for that purpose. 

2. No donation shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the Society 
have a duplicate of the same. 

3. Ail deposits left with the society shall be carefully preserved, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor, in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn shall, after the decea.se of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society ; unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

v. LIBRARY. 

1. The Rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be under the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be opened for the inspection of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as shall be prescribed by the 
Library Committee ; and no book or manuscript shall be taken from the 
room, \inthout a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. rrBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. 
Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all special donations 
and subscriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publi- 
cation Fund — the income of which shall be applied, under the direction 
of the Publication Committee, toward the expense of such publications 
as may be ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alterations of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular 
meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the same is taken.

The Connecticut Society of Sons of the American 
Revolution received the old building as a g^ft from Mrs. 
Bethiah H. Wattles, and restored it, as far as possible, to 
its original condition, so that now it appears as durable as 
when it was built, one hundred and sixty years ago. The 
celebration of its restoration was earnestly participated in 
by the citizens of Lebanon, who made bountiful provision 
for the entertainment of the thousands present. The day 
was really a notable one in the history of Connecticut. 
Addresses were delivered by Senator Joseph R. Hawley, 
Jonathan Trumbull, Rev. Leonard \V. Bacon, Congress- 
man Charles A. Russell, Jonathan F. Morris, and Rev. 
Dr. Samuel G. Buckingham, a brother of our War Gov- 
ernor. 

This Society was represented by a large number of 
its members on this interesting occasion. 

MONTHLY ESSAYS AM) PAPKKS. 

The papers read before the Society the past year were 
of exceptional, and some of them of very great, ability. 

The first paper read before the Society, after the last 
annual meeting, was by Hon. T. S. Gold of West Corn- 
wall, on Tuesday, June 2, 1891. His subject was the For- 
eign Mission School established in Cornwall in 1816. The 
school was broken up in 1828, because of two marriages 
of the pupils- one a Cherokee Indian, and the other a 
Sandwich Lslander — with two young ladies of the highest 
social standing in Litchfield County. The lecture forcibly 
illustrated the state of public opinion in Connecticut at 
that time, even among the highly educated and religious 
classes, in regard to the social standing of those who were 
considered as belonging to the inferior races of men. 

President Jonathan Trumbull, of the Connecticut So- 
ciety of Sons of the Americxin Revolution, read a paper 
before the S<Kjiety on the 1 5th day of September last, giv- 
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ing a minute history of the old Gov. Trumbull War Office 
in Lebanon, and what was found in it. This valuable 
paper was afterwards published as the preface to the re- 
port of the celebration in Lebanon on the 1 5th of June, 
heretofore spoken of. 

At the October meeting of the Society, held on the 
6th, Rev. Joseph H. Twichell read a paper on " The Five 
Assaults on the Charter of the Massachusetts Bay Colony," 
being a foretaste of his notable work, soon after published, 
on the life of John Winthrop. 

Prof. Williston Walker read a paper before the Society 
on the 3d of November last, on '* The Half Way Covenant 
system of Church Membership," tracing the fierce contro- 
versy on the subject in New England from its origin in 
1634 up to the beginning of the present century, when it 
practically died out. 

On Tuesday, December ist, Prof. Simeon E. Baldwin 
of New Haven read a thorough and exhaustive paper be- 
fore the Society on " Our Present State Constitution and 
its Amendments." 

Julius Gay of Farmington read a paper before the 
Society on January 5, 1892, on ** Schools and Schoolmasters 
of the Olden Time," especially as they were known in 
the old town of Farmington. 

At the regular meeting of the Society on the 2d of 
February last, Miss Ellen D. Lamed of Thompson read a 
scholarly paper entitled "A Revolutionary Review." 

Prof. Henry Ferguson of Trinity College, at the meet- 
ing of the Society March i, presented an original and 
highly interesting study of " vSir Edmund Andros." 

At the regular meeting of the Society on the 5th of 
April, State Librarian Dr. Hoadly read a paper on the 
" Warwick Patent," correcting the errors on that and other 
kindred subjects, by Johnston and other historians. 

The concluding paper of the season was read on the 
evening of May 3d, by Rev. Dr. George H. Clark. It 
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was a vigorous and conclusive defense of the character of 
Oliver Cromwell, as misrepresented by Hume and other 
English and American writers. He praised Carlyle as 
the first great writer, who had the ear of the world, to 
do justice to Cromwell. It is understood that Dr. Clark, 
who has given years of study to this subject, will soon 
publish the result of his studies.

and positive. In 1853 he was elected to represent the 8th 
senatorial district in the State Senate as a democrat, being 
the youngest member of that body. In 1856 he warmly 
espoused the free soil cause, and from that time through 
his life was a supporter of the republican party. He was 
a presidential elector on the Grant ticket in 1868, and with 
this exception never held any public offic*e except as before 
stated. He was one of the strong men upon whom Gov- 
ernor Buckingham relied during the civil war for advice 
and assistance, and at its close interested himself in the 
welfare and education of the colored people of the South, 
giving largely of his time and means in this direction. 

Soon after war he donated to the Cong^gational 
Society of his native town his family homestead for a par- 
sonage, and in connection with this founded a free public 
library, which was kept in the church. In his last will 
and testament he provided for a separate building for the 
library, which has since been built. From early life he 
was a member of the Congregational Church, and was 
connected with the Broadway Church in Norwich during 
his residence in that city. He was emphatically a self- 
made man, tenacious of purpose and strong to execute 
what he had planned, and has left a lasting impress for 
gcHxi upon the community where he passed the active 
period of his life. 

Albert Palmer Pitkin was bom on the 27th day 
of February, 1829, in East Hartford, in the old Pitkin 
homestead, on the land granted by the Indians in 1684 to 
his ancestor, William Pitkin. He died at his residence in 
this city on the 21st day of Februarj% 1892. 

Mr. Pitkin's business through life was that of a boiler 
and steam-heating apparatus manufacturer, in which de- 
partment of industry he had a wide and enviable reputa- 
tion. In the midst of a busy life he found leisure to pur- 
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sue historical and genealogical inquiries. In 1887 he 
published a genealogy of the Pitkin family, a work of 
great research, which procured for him recognition from 
the learned societies of this country and England. He 
was a director of the Farmers and Mechanics Bank of this 
city for over forty years, and was for many years a mem- 
ber of the city government. He was also a member of the 
First Congregational Church and of many charitable 
organizations. He was warm-hearted and friendly, and 
always stood very high in the community as a just and up- 
right man. 

Noah Porter, ex-president of Yale College, died at 
his residence in New Haven on the morning of the 4th 
of March, 1892. He was born in Farmington, Conn., on 
the 14th day of December, 181 1, a descendant of Robert 
Porter, one of the original proprietors of Farmington. 
His father was pastor of the church in Farmington for 
nearly sixty years. 

Dr. Porter graduated at Yale College in 1831, and for 
two years was rector of the Hopkins Grammar School in 
New Haven, and was a tutor in the college for two years 
following, when he was ordained the pastor of the Con- 
gregational Church in New Milford. He was afterwards 
a settled pastor in Springfield, Mass., for three years, 
when he returned to Yale in 1 846 as professor of meta- 
physical and moral philosophy. Here he remained for 
forty years. In 1871 he succeeded Dr. Woolsey as presi- 
dent of the college. This position he resigned in 1 886. 
From that time he was engaged in authorship. No great 
question attracted public attention that did not receive his 
attention in our standard reviews or in a more permanent 
form of literature. He was also selected to revise and 
perfect the latest edition of Webster's Unabridged Die- 
tionary. His writings place him among the commanding 
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intellects of his age. Although far removed personally 
from all contact with those who dispense government 
patronage, he was at one time offered the position of min- 
ister to England, which he declined. If he had any 
ambition it was to be a power behind the throne, which 
he was, and continued to be to the last. 

Thomas Glastonbury Welles, son of that eminent 
son of Connecticut, Gideon Welles, died in Concord, New 
Hampshire, on Saturday, March 19, 1892. He went to 
Concord three days before to visit his son, who was there 
at school and sick (he died a few days afterwards), and on 
the way contracted a cold which ended suddenly in pneu- 
monia and death. He was born in Glastonbury on the 
4th day of June, 1846. His parents removed to Hartford 
when he was very young, and he was educated in the 
Hartford public schools. In 1862 he entered the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, but soon after volunteered in the 
military service, and from lieutenant in Co. F, ist Conn, 
regiment, was promoted to captain, and served afterwards 
as aid to Gens. McCook, Grant, and Ord, and was brevetted 
lieutenant-colonel for bravery on the field in the military 
operations before Richmond. 

After the close of the war he accompanied Admiral 
Farragut in the Franklin on his celebrated European 
cruise. Returning home, he married and took up his resi- 
dence in Hartford, where he remained during his life. 
He was a very intelligent man and had a warm interest 
in the affairs of this Society. He gave liberally to the 
fund which was raised to carry forward the improvements 
which are now going on in the Atheneum Building. 

librarl\n\s report.

1?eport of tbe Xlbrarlan* 



Mr, President and Members of the Society : 

In presenting this, my 9th annual report as Sec- 
retary and Librarian, I do so with feelings of pleasuite 
and of regret, but hardly of satisfaction. The regret 
is largely sentimental, while the pleasure is very real. 
According to the inscription on the front of the 
Wadsworth Athenaeum, fifty years have passed since, 
in 1842, a home for this Society was therein estab- 
lished. This year, 1892, marks our re-establishment, 
not only in the rooms provided for by the deed of 
trust made by the late Daniel Wadsworth, but in the 
conveniently accessible room lately occupied by the 
Watkinson Library. This will give us, in addition 
to this hall and the two rooms under it, a large, 
well-lighted, handsomely shelved librarj'' hall — perhaps 
as pleasant as that of any similar society in the 
whole country. 

To make ready for the occupancy and entire re- 
arrangement of our rooms, the old order of things 
had to be broken up. Your Library Committee, with 
the President and one or two others of the member- 
ship, have held several meetings for the devising of 
plans for the new order. 

The Chairman of the committee, Rev. W. DeLoss 
Love, has found time even in the midst of the de- 
mands of a busy city pastors life, to take charge of 
the general overhauling, and too much praise can 
hardly be given him for the care, oversight, and 



 • 
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j>ersonal labor he has given to the moving and pack- 
ing away of the manuscripts, books, papers, and other 
articles of our library and museum. 

At the April meeting the Library Committee was 
given power to employ assistants, to shelve certain 
of our books in the new rooms of the Watkinson 
Library, and generally to make any other changes 
from the former ways. By permission of the Wat- 
kinson Library, the manuscripts and some other val- 
uables were temporarily placed in its vaults, and one 
of our members, Mr. Albert C. Bates, has been em- 
ployed to arrange and make a list of them. Mr. 
Bates has some exceptional qualities which fit him 
for this work, and the Society was fortunate in 
securing him. Mrs. C. K. Hull, the custodian, has 
made extensive lists of articles in the cases and 
museum, and these lists should be very useful in 
arranging the collection. 

With all the means for gratulation — and there 
have never been more in any year of the Society's 
history — the evident and pressing need of more funds, 
a trained assistant, more interest and work from 
among the members, is very apparent. The work 
to be done before we can properly and adequately 
fulfill our duty to the State, is certainly far beyond 
the calculations made in advance by your committee, 
and cannot be appreciated by those whose only ser- 
vice is attendance on the monthly meetings. The 
librarian and individual members of the committee 
earnestly desire your interest and cooperation. 

A cardinal principle of success in any field of 
effort is to be able to anticipate a demand, and 
then to supply it in the most economical and satis- 
factory way. Owing to cramped quarters, lack of 
funds and competent assistance, this library has not 
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entirely succeeded in its public functions. Although 
rich in manuscript collections, it has been impossible 
to consult them. With the cases, shelves, drawers, 
boxes, and cupboards fairly bursting with their con- 
tents of books, pamphlets, and papers, without a 
classified arrangement or catalogue, a large part of 
the library has been practically useless. It is confi- 
dently hoped that after the repairs are completed, 
and the library is shelved in its new quarters, many 
of these objections will rapidly disappear. 

The donations of the past year have been many 
and valuable, though not equal in number to those of 
last year. It is not easy to express to our thoughtful 
friends, our sense of obligation for their kind remem- 
brance and gifts. The formal thanks of the Society 
returned to each donor, are hardly an echo of the 
words which would be vSaid by the Library Commit- 
tee, and all of the numerous users of our collection. 
However, the donors may justly feel that it is not 
alone by the readers of to-day that they are heartily 
thanked, but by those unnumbered ones of later gen- 
erations. The total number of additions since the last 
report is 879, which may be divided as follows: 245 
volumes, 533 pamphlets, and loi miscellaneous articles. 
Of these, 855 were donations, consisting of 230 vol- 
umes, 524 pamphlets, and 10 1 other articles. By pur- 
chase and exchange there were obtained 15 volumes 
and 9 pamphlets. 

Twenty-five members of the Society have put 
something in our library during the year, viz.: B. R. 
Allen, W. F. J. Boardman, C. \V. Bowen, Robbins Bat- 
tell, E. J. Cleveland, William Cothren, J. S. Davenport, 
E. Geer, F. B. Gay, S. A. Green, C. J. Hoadly, H. P. 
Hitchcock, Samuel Hart, A. S. Kellogg, W. DeL. Love, 
the late J. S. Morgan, Forrest Morgan, E. P. Parker, 
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F. F. Starr, J. A. Smith, J. H. Treat, Jonathan Trum- 
bull, Miss Mary K. Talcott, G. L. Walker, C. T. Wells. 

Mr. W. F. J. Boardman, who lets scarcely a month 
pass without giving the library something, has pre- 
sented 69 volumes and 226 pamphlets. Not content 
with picking up Hartford and Connecticut imprints 
for us, he very thoughtfully sent a sum of money to 
Mr. Frank F. Starr, while the latter was in England 
last summer, to be expended for the library. Volumes 
L-IV., 2d series, of the East Anglian are among the 
books purchased from this gift. The scarce first series 
of the magazine is in the associated Watkinson 
Library, and the set is of great value to American 
genealogists who are working among the families 
from the "home counties" in the south of England. 
Among Mr. Boardman *s other gifts were a nice copy 
of A. G. Greene's "Recollections of the Jersey Prison 
Ship," genealogies of the Rollins, Abbot, Munroe, 
Nelson, Makepeace, and Bisbee families, with a large 
number of New England local histories. 

Mr. Junius S. Morgan, though dead, is constantly 
brought to mind by the receipt of Stevens's " Fac-simi- 
les of Documents Relating to American History, in 
Foreign Archives." Four more volumes have been 
added to this noble example of human industry and 
historic zeal. 

Mr. Robbins Battell has presented a large number 
of pamphlets and volumes, while. Rev. W. DeLoss 
Love, Mr. Starr, and Dr. Hoadly have made large 
additions to our collections of fast and thanksgiving 
proclamations. 

Mr. Frank F. Starr brought from London the 
following important gifts: "Census of Great Britain, 
1 83 1, including the Parish Register Abstract"; "Pro- 
bate of Wills, Great Britain, 1829"; Marshall's "Hand- 
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book to the Ancient Courts of Probate'* (50 copies 
only printed); Wrights "Court-Hand Restored," 9th 
edition, 1879; Marshall's ** Genealogist s Guide," 2d 
edition, 1885, and Waters's "Parish Registers in Eng. 
land," 2d edition, 1887. To thOvSe interested, it would 
be hard to overestimate the value of these volumes. 
Mr. Starr is a practical genealogist, who knows the 
necessities for work in the English field, and the ser- 
vice done him by these helps he kindly opens to all 
others. 

A library such as this occupies a very distinct 
place in the community, and its field of usefulness 
extends far beyond merely local bounds. 

Its use is well defined from the outset, its service 
to the public can be foretold, its calls provided for, 
and the reasonable wants of its readers easily sup- 
plied. It is, of course, a commonplace that it aims to 
satisfy a definite demand, which demand does not fol- 
low a sudden literary craze, neither is it the unintel- 
lectual whim fostered by a society "fad." In some 
respects this would seem to give it considerable advan- 
tages over the public library for general readers, by 
the narrowing of its lines of purchase and administra- 
tion. However true this may be, there is another 
side ; the individuality of the reader is much more 
pronounced, and his wishes imperious. Any one. of 
a dozen books may satisfy the visitor at the circulat- 
ing library, while there is but one in all the world 
for our reader. 

A library must have a book fund if it is to de- 
velop in a well-rounded way. Never before has the 
Society needed one so much, or had so good an op- 
portunity for its use. 

While waiting for the fund may we remind again 
the friends of the Society that contributions of bio- 
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g^phical, historical, and genealogical pamphlets and 
books, are desired, and especially family letters, dia- 
ries, interleaved almanacs, copies of wills, deeds, dis- 
tributions of property, records from the family Bible, 
and any thing which can throw even the smallest 
light on past local history, or the dead worthies of 
our State. The Society has large and absolutely safe 
fire-proof vaults for the proper keeping of such valu- 
able material. It is hardly necessary to say, that no 
improper use will be made of family papers, and the 
giver's wishes will be carefully respected.

B!?*Xaw9 of tbe Society?. 

[In force. May, 1893.] 
I. MEMBERS. 

1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, and Hon- 
orary Members. 

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State of Connect- 
icut ; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any meeting of the 
Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons residing out 
of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be subject to any admission fee 
or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have rendered im- 
portant public service to the State of Connecticut, or to the cause of his- 
toric inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corresponding, or 
resident member, until at least one month after his nomination by the 
Committee on Membership ; and every such vote shall be taken by ballot, 
at a regular meeting, at which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or corresponding 
members shall be based on the application, in writing, of two resident 
members, stating the reasons for such nomination, and the qualifications 
of the persons proposed for membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a member, 
and there shall be found two ballots against his admission, the presiding 
officer shall declare the election postponed. At the next regular meeting, 
if the recommendation of the committee shall be renewed, he may be ad- 
mitted by the votes of two-thirds the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay. on admission, three dollars, and 
two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside within, and one dollar if 
they reside without, the limits of the town of Hartford ; or, in lieu there- 
of, any person entitled to be a member may constitute himself a life 
member by paying at one time the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person elected as a resident member omit to signify 
his acceptance of such election within one month after receiving notice 
thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he .shall forfeit the privilege of be- 
coming a member. The payment of the annual assessment shall here- 
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after constitute a condition of continued membership, and the neglect or 
refusal to pay the same for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society shall be deemed a withdrawal from the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Secretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assessment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

II, OFFICERS. 

1. The Officers of the Society, to be elected at the annual meeting 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for one year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Library, and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairman of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomina- 
tion of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President .shall be, ex officio, chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing Com- 
mittee ; call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, and 
deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custody of the files, records, 
and seal of the Society ; shall give notice to new members of their 
election, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
journal of the transactions of the Society and Standing Committee ; and 
when directed by the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence, 
in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the persons paying the same to the Recording Secretary ; and 
shall also receive all other moneys due. and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the Society ; shall pay to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing C<mimittee such sums as may Ix; re<iuired for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and paid by him, and of the property and debts of the Society ; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement, to be examined and 
audite<l by a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 



6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society ; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of his doings as Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nomination for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintendence of all 
publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the selection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most 
suitable for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretary, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be given in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
other than the admission of new memlKirs, or the negotiation of exchange. 
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IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a book kept for that puq^ose. 

2. No donation shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the Society 
have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully preserved, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor, in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn, shall, after the decease of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society ; unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

v. LIBRARY. 

1. The rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be under the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be opened for the insi)cction of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as .shall be prescribed by the 
Library Committee : and no book or manuscript shall be taken from the 
room, without a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. 
Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all special donations 
and subscriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publi- 
cation Fund — the income of which shall be applied, under the direction 
of the Publication Committee, toward the expense of such publications 
as may be ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alterations of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular 
meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the same is taken.

THE past year has been one of great change and im- 
provement in the condition and affairs of this 
Society. All the plans for the enlargement and recon- 
struction of the Athenaeum Building have been com- 
pleted, and the result to this Society has been the 
addition to the room occupied by us of the large and 
perfectly equipped room for library purposes formerly 
occupied by the Watkinson Library, and the construction 
of ample fire-proof vaults for the preservation of our 
most valuable treasures. This gives us a distinct library 
room large enough for the accommodation of all our 
books for a long period to come, and leaves us our 
spacious front hall free for the display of our paintings, 
engravings, and our collection of historical' relics and 
curiosities of every description. 

These changes have involved a great amount of 
lal)or and considerable expense. The labor has been 
performed by and under the direction of our Library 
Committee, whose voluntary services in this respect 
have been priceless. Our gratitude is especially due 
to Rev. W. DeL. Love, the chairman of that committee, 
to whom we are indebted for the arrangement and 
display of our collection in the large hall, and the 
general classification of our books and manuscripts. 
The expense has been borne by a generous subscription 
of the members of the Society.

ANNUAL FIELD DAY. 

The Field Day of the Society for 1892 was passed 
in the old town of Salem, Mass. Leaving Hartford on 
Wednesday, June 15th, and resting over night in Bos- 
ton, the party, forty-two in number, reached Salem at 
9:30 the morning of Thursday. Here they were taken 
in charge by a committee of the Essex Institute, and 
escorted through the town, visiting all the principal 
spots of historic interest, which were fully explained by 
the committee. Returning to the rooms of the Insti- 
tute at Plummer Hall, the company were welcomed by 
Mayor Rantoul and the officers of the Institute, and 
then partook of a substantial banquet, which was con- 
cluded by speeches by members of the Institute and of 
this Society. The party reached home on Thursday 
evening. A more interesting, instructive, and com- 
pletely enjoyable day in every respect never character- 
ized a Field Day of this Society. 

The members of the Society expressed their appre- 
ciation of their visit to Salem in the following resolu- 
tions, prepared by a committee consisting of J. F. Mor- 
ris, Dr. H. P. Stearns, P. H. Woodward, B. R. Allen, 
and C B. Whiting, signed by them and by the Presi- 
dent and vSecretary of the Society, suitably engrossed 
and framed, and personally presented in Salem by Mr. 
W(X)dward of the committee : 

licso/i'Cii, That the thanks of this Society be given to the 
ladies and j^untlcmcn i.f the Kssex Institute of Salem for the 
j^enerous reception extended to the members of this Society on 
the occasion of their visit to that historic spot on the i6th instant, 
and especially for the j^reat pains which they took in showing to 
us the various sites and relics of interest. 
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That we congratulate the people of Salem on the prevalence 
and depth of the sentiment which has preserved so much that 
illustrates the life of former times, and especially of the earliest 
days of the English settlement. 

That our thanks are especially due to those whose attentions 
made our visit a source of continuous pleasure and instruction, 
and more especially to the officers and ladies of the Essex Insti- 
tute and their assistants for the elaborate and generous banquet 
prepared for us in Plummer Hall, and the hearty words of wel- 
come spoken by Professor Edward S. Morse, the chairman of the 
Committee of Reception, and by His Honor Mayt^r Robert S. 
Rantoul. 

And we assure our Balem friends that we returned from our 
visit conscious that the experiences of the day, besides adding to 
our knowledge, had keenly stimulated our historic zeal, and we 
trust that we shall have the pleasure hereafter of welcoming to 
Hartford the Essex Institute, and of thus renewing and extending 
an acquaintance so delightfully begun. 

MONTHLY ESSAYS AND PAPERS. 

The first of the monthly papers for the year was 
read by Dr. R. \V. Griswold, October 5, 1892. His sub- 
ject was "Old Days at Rocky Hill/* It is understood 
that Dr. Griswold has spent a great deal of time and 
labor upon this subject, and has an elaborate history of 
the town ready for publication. The book will be a 
valuable contribution to Connecticut local history. 

The next paper, November 5, 1892, was read by 
Forrest Morgan, Esq. His subject was ** The Dorr Re- 
bellion in Rhode Island." The causes, conduct, con- 
clusion, and lessons of that affair were very fully and 
lucidly presented. 

December 5, 1892, Judge Sherman \V. Adams read 
a paper on " The Settlement of Naubuc and Xayaug.** 
It was in line with the paper of Dr. (Griswold read in 
October. 

" The Puritan and the Pilgrim " was the title of a 
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paper read by John L. Detiison, Esq., on the 3d of 
January, 1893, in which a comparison of the two was 
very clearly drawn. 

Up to this time all the meetings of the year were 
held at the Board of Trade rooms, which were cour- 
teously tendered us free of expense. 

The first meeting in the renovated and reconstructed 
hall of the Society was on February 7, 1893. This 
meeting was greatly interested in a paper by the chair- 
man of the Library Committee, Rev. Mr. Love, in which 
he gave a full account of the treasures of the Society 
as he had brought them to light in removing and 
rearranging them during the past winter. 

At the regular meetings of the Society on the 7th 
of March and the 3d of April, 1893, Henry T. Blake, 
Esq., of New Haven, read his first and concluding paper 
on " Connecticut's East India Company, or the Story of 
Wyoming." This review of this interesting period of 
our history was masterly, and it is to be hoped that 
the author may publish the result of his studies for the 
benefit of the public. 

At the meeting of the Society on the 2d of May, 
Hon. James (j. Batterson gave a very interesting paper 
upon the theme of looking backward, in order that we 
may wi.sely look forward. He referred to leading his- 
torical and geological subjects, closing with brief per- 
sonal reminiscences of the poet Percival, and his report 
on the geology of Connecticut. During his lecture he 
gave a minute account of the famous Rosetta stone of 
Egypt, and presented the Society with a plaster copy 
of it taken in the British Museum. 

DKCEASKI) MEMHKRS. 

The members of the Society who died during the past 
year were: William Wickham Welch, July 30, 1892; 
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George Putnam Brinl'ey, August 24, 1892; William 
Henry Wiley, November 4, ICS92; David Williams Pat- 
terson, November 13, 1892; Henry Wadhams Buel, 
January 30, 1893 ; Lettie Morris Gemmill, March 19, 1893 ; 
Allyn Stanley Kellogg, April 3, 1893: Roderick Henry 
Burnham, Xpril 21, 1893; and William Erastus Collins, 
May 19, 1893. 

One corresponding member of the Society died dur- 
ing the past year — Daniel Stekle Dukrie of Madi- 
son, Wis., who was for nearly thirty-vSeven years librarian 
of the Wisconsin State Historical Society. He was born 
in Albany, N. Y., January 2, 181 9, and died August 31, 
1892. He was descended from John Steele, the first 
secretary of the Colony of Connecticut, and Governor 
Bradford of the Plymouth Colony. Mr. Durrie's contri- 
butions to the history and genealogy of the country are 
well known. The library he collected is supposed to be 
one of the most valuable in the United States, and is his 
enduring monument. 

William Wickiiam Welch, M.D., died at his home 
in Norfolk, Conn., July 30, 1892. He was born in Nor- 
folk, December 10, 181 8. He studied medicine, and re- 
ceived his degree at the Medical Department of Yale 
College in 1838. This profession he followed with dis- 
tinction through life, turning aside from it only to serve 
the public. In 1848, 1850, and 1881 he represented his 
native town in the lower house of the Connecticut 
Legislature; in 185 1 and 1852 he was a member of the 
State Senate; and in 1855 to 1857 he represented his 
district in the 34th Congress of the United States. 

George Putnam Brinlev was bom in Hartford, 
April 10, 1842. On his mother's side he traced his 
lineage, through the Wadsworths, Russells, and Talcotts, 



to Governor Bradford of Plymouth and Thomas Hooker 
of Hartford. On his father's side he was a lineal de- 
scendant of General Israel Putnam. From his birth he 
had a serious affection of the heart, which made his life 
painful and uncertain, and prevented any serious exer- 
tion of either body or mind. In early life he was en- 
gaged in banking and insurance, but at the age of 35 
he retired to the quiet and uneventful life of a farmer, 
where he remained till his death, which occurred at his 
home in Newington, August 24, 1892. 

Mr. Brinley was a devout and faithful member of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. He was gentle and 
courteous in his manners, and had the entire confidence 
of all with whom he came in contact. He was a very 
intelligent man, and a close reader in all departments 
of literature. He became a member of this Society May 
8, 1877, and was for a long time a member of the Ameri- 
can Antiquarian Society of Worcester. 

William Henrv Wiley was born in Wakefield, 
Mass., September 12, 1S21. After a severe sickness of 
about three weeks, he died at his home in Hartford, No- 
vember 4, 1892. He had, however, been in declining 
health for several years. At the age of ten years he 
came with his fatlier's family to Hartford, where he re- 
mained through life. He was originally in the boot 
and shoe business, but in 1875 started in a small way the 
manufacture of overgaiters. mainly for military use, 
which developed into a very large and lucrative business, 
embracing valuable contracts with the government. He 
was deeply interested in religious and political affairs — 
a zealouft member of the Baptist church, and an ardent 
Republican in politics. In all that pertained to the in- 
terests of this Society he was ever to be relied upon for 
good counsels and substantial assistance. 
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David Williams Patterson, the famous genealogist 
and historian, died at his home in Newark Valley, N. 
Y., November i8, 1892. He was bom in Union, N. Y., 
July 15, 1824. Receiving a common-school education, 
he studied dentistry in Rochester, and finally located in 
West Winsted, in this State, in 1 846, in the practice of 
his profession. He was very successful, and in 1865 
abandoned his profession, returned to his father's home 
in Newark Valley, and devoted his entire time through 
life to historical and genealogical studies, for which he 
had always a great fondness. His most elaborate work 
was the " Whitney Genealogy," in three large quarto 
volumes, prepared by order of a wealthy member of 
the family. He spent five years of time and $30,000 
in money upon it. 

Dr. Patterson left a large collection of unpublished 
manuscripts, which, it is hoped, will now come into the 
possession of some society which is able to give them 
to the public. 

A friend of Dr. Patterson gives this estimate of his 
character : " He was a man of great firmness of charac- 
tcr, one who thoroughly detested sham and humbug, 
and whose rugged honesty w^as such that he always 
gave open and free expression to his dislike of men 
and things ; and this disposition was not lessened by 
the natural irritation that came of the exacting nature 
of his work, which is especially trying to a sensitive 
organization. He was most scrupulously honest, and 
in all his transactions he was rigidly correct. Quick to 
resent a wrong, real or fancied, he was equally consid- 
erate of the legal rights of others. His friendships 
were as strong as his dislikes, and his best friends were 
those who understood and appreciated his work, and 
were in sympathy with his peculiar literary tastes." 
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Henry Wadhams Buel, M.D., died at his home in 
Litchfield, January 30, 1893. He was bom in the same 
town,. April 7, 1820. His friend, Dr. Gurdon W. Russell, 
prepared' a notice of him for the press, which we quote 
nearly entire: 

" He graduated from Yale College in 1 844, taking a 
high stand in his class. He began the study of medi- 
cine with his father, and afterwards entered the offices 
of Dr. W. P. Buel and Dr. Gurdon Buck of New York 
city. He graduated froni the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in 1847, ^^^ ^^s appointed a house surgeon 
at the New York Hospital. In 1849 ^^ was resident 
physician of Sanford Hall, Flushing, Long Island, thus 
indicating his inclination for the study of nervous dis- 
eases. Here he remained for five years. In 1854 he 
returned to Litchfield, and established the institution 
now known as the Spring Hill Home for nervous in- 
valids. Here was the fulfillment and completion of 
his life work ; to it he devoted his chief energies, and 
made it a complete success. Though not backward or 
halting in whatever he undertook, it was this work of 
which he was justly most proud, and by which he will 
be longest remembered. 

" He was chosen president of the Connecticut Medi- 
cal Society in 1S72; was a member of the Academy of 
Medicine, New York ; of the Xew England Psychologi- 
cal Society, of the Connecticut Historical Society, and 
of the University Chib. lie was a]:)p()inted by Gover- 
nor Hubbard as one of the three commissioners to ex- 
amine into the need of further provision for the indi- 
gent ins:ine of the State. At the time of his death he 
was the president of the Thirst National Bank of Litch- 
field, and was for many years a deacon in the Congre- 
gational Church. He was the owner of a large farm, 
which he managed with etTieieney. Whatever was of 
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interest to the town, of a benevolent or public nature, 
found in him an ardent advocate and co-laborer. So 
robust was his constitution that he was able to per- 
form an amount of work that would have overwhelmed 
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most men. 

" My acquaintance with him commenced many years 
ago. At our last meeting, but a few months since, he 
referred to it, asking if I remembered it ; it was at one 
of our medical gatherings in New Haven. Our ac- 
quaintance ripened into friendship, which was mutual 
and sincere. He was ever interested in matters per- 
taining to his profession, and possessed the confidence 
of his brethren and the favor of the public, and so was 
largely consulted by both. His private business in 
Litchfield County must have been quite extensive. Of 
a large frame and robust constitution, he was well calcu- 
lated for great labor. Methodical in his arrangements 
and business-like in his habits, he was able to attend to 
many and diverse occupations. If his friends ever re- 
monstrated with him against the danger of overworking 
himself, he would reply with a smile that he was not 
conscious of injury, and that he did not feel fatigued 
by it. He had such a sense of duty that he allowed no 
selfishness to interfere with it. 

** It always seemed to me that he povssessed in an 
eminent degree that sober common-sense which is a 
golden treasure to the fortunate owner of it, and so he 
regarded the various matters which came before him 
with a temper allied to the judicial mind. His dis- 
position to do the thing which was right was uppermost 
with him ; it was a natural habit, and was confirmed 
from conviction. He was so much of an educated 
Christian gentleman that it wcus comparatively easy for 
him to do that which would give a man peace at the 
last. In all his relations, as husband, father, and friend, 
3 
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he was most happy ; in his professional life he was 
honorable and just ; in the recognition of his duty to 
his fellows he was liberal, humble, and sincere. In the 
sturdiness of his character we had the assurance that 
he would be honest in whatever he undertook. 

"The private institution which he established and 
conducted for a long time was the intense desire of his 
early manhood and the pride of his advancing years : 
it was his life work, as he regarded it, and was the out- 
come of a laudable ambition and a proper conception 
of his own powers. He had a happy way of dealing 
with his patients, which secured their confidence and 
aided greatly in their restoration. We may place him 
in the list of specialists who have been an honor to our 
profession and to our State. He may be classed with 
I)rs. Todd and Woodward, Brigham, Butler, and Shew, 
who gave their lives to the humane treatment of the 
insane." 

Lkttik Mokkis Gkmmill, wife of John Gemmill 
of this city, died March 19, 1S93. vShe was bom in 
Williamstown, Mass., September 12, 1840. Before her 
marriage, at the close of the war, she was stationed at 
New Berne, North Carolina, as a missionaiy among the 
freedmen. This work she pursued for several years 
with all the inspiration of a deeply religious nature, 
and with marked success. Since her marriage she has 
resided in this citv. She was active in Christian work, 
and took a lively interest in all things that pertained 
to the public welfare. Her religious affiliations were 
with the Baptist church. 

Ai.LVN Stam.kv K!.ii.<)<.(; died at the residence of 
his S(m, in Newtonville, Mass., April 3, 1S93. He was 
born in Vernon, in this State, October 15, 1824. After 
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receiving a common school education he prepared for 
college, and entered Williams College, from which he 
graduated in 1846. He then entered Yale Theological 
Seminary, and graduated in 1850. After his graduation 
he preached for several years, but impaired health pre- 
vented his acceptance of a continued pastorate, and 
compelled him to retire from the ministry. He then 
devoted himself to historical and genealogical work, for 
which he had a decided inclination. His only published 
works are several family genealogies and occasional 
addresses of local historical interest, but it is understood 
he had collected ample materials for a history of his 
native town. He was a man of superior intellect, of 
thorough mental culture, of wide information, and truly 
a representative Christian gentleman. 

Roderick Henry Buknham was born in Long- 
meadow, Mass., February 27, 1816. He died at ** Burn- 
ham Wildwood," in the town of Bloomfield, Conn., April 
21, 1893, and was buried in his native town. He repre- 
sented Longmeadow in the Massachusetts Legislature 
in 1 86 1 and 1862. He came to Hartford about twenty 
years ago, where he resided for about ten years, when 
he purchased a residence in Bloomfield, and removed 
to that town. His tastes led him into historical and 
genealogical studies, which he pursued through life. 
He published a genealogy of the Burnham family, and 
left unpublished a similar work on the Burt family. 

William Erastus Collins died very suddenly at 
his residence in this city. May 19, 1893. He was born 
in this city, October 10, 1859. ^^^ ^^^ ^ graduate of 
Williams College in 1884. Soon after his graduation he 
adopted the editorial profession, and was connected with 
the Hartford Posl, but for the past few years he has 
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been connected with the Hartford Courant, He was 
ambitious in his profession, and exceedingly popu- 
lar with his associates. The Courant feelingly said of 
him: ** As an associate he was a most companionable 
man. He had read freely and traveled widely, and his 
range of information was large, and his culture genuine. 
It was a pleasure to be with him, and it is impossible 
to realize that his familiar and welcome personality will 
be only a memory hereafter." 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I congratulate the Society upon its 
present condition and its future prospects. Our library 
accommodations and our hall for the exhibition of our 
treasures are all that the most ardent friend of the 
Society could desire. And we are gratified to announce 
that our General Assembly has now given us a helping 
hand to iissist in carrying a burden for the general bene- 
fit of the State, so long borne by individuals. We re- 
ceivc from the State treasury hereafter an annual appro- 
priation of one thousand dollars. This will enable us 
to employ competent assistance to catalogue and arrange 
and prepare for publication our historical collections, 
which have been so long hidden out of sight.

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AN ACT MAKING AN ANNUAL APPROPRIATION IN FAVOR 
OF THE CONNECTICUT HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Be it enacted^ etc. : 

Section i. The sum of one thousand dollars is hereby annually 
appropriated to the Connecticut Historical Society for the purpose of 
enabling said Society to classify and catalogue its collection of printed 
and manuscript material, now inaccessible to the general public; to bind 
and arrange the same in a suitable and convenient manner; to mount, 
frame, or otherwise suitably prepare its portraits, plates, engravings, 
lithographs, sketches, maps, surveys, etc.; to properly arrange for per- 
manent exhibition its collection of articles in its museum and archeeological 
department; to publish its rolls of soldiers in the revolutionary and colo- 
nial wars, .not heretofore printed ; and to do such other work as shall be 
necessary in order to preserve such documentary and other historical 
matter in its possession as is in a perishable condition, and is intended 
for the use and benefit of the public in general. 

Sec. 2. Said appropriation shall be paid in equal quarterly install- 
ments to the Treasurer of said Society upon the order of the Comptroller, 
who is hereby directed to draw his order for the same. 

Sec. 3. Said Connecticut Historical Society shall deposit in the 
State Library three hundred copies of each catalogue, report, or other 
work published by said Society pursuant to the provisions of this act; 
and the State Librarian shall distribute or disix>se of the same as other 
publications are distributed under State authority.

•Report of tbe Xlbrarlan* 



Mr, President y and Members of the Society : 

By the spring of 1892, the work of remodeling and 
enlarging the Athenaeum had so far progressed that the 
completion of the vault in the new portion of the building, 
the use of which for the time was kindly granted by the 
trustees of the Watkinson Library, was the signal for the 
commencement of the Society's task of moving. And 
early on the morning of May 2d the portion belonging 
to the Society, of the Charter granted by King Charles 
to the Colony of Connecticut in 1662, was carefully depos- 
ited, doubtless for the first time in its long and eventful 
histor)', in a place more secure than the famous Charter 
Oak. The other manuscripts were rapidly gathered from 
the dusty cupboards and boxes where they had long lain, 
many of them undisturbed for years, and placed with the 
charter. In a week all of them were beyond the reach of 
fire. 

Under the direction and oversight of the Library Com- 
mittee it was my pleasant task during the long summer 
days which followed to delve among these dusty records 
of the past, there to rediscover long forgotten treasures, 
and bring to light precious documents whose value had 
hitherto been overlooked, owing to the mass of less inter- 
esting but nevertheless valuable material in which they 
had been concealed. Weeks of work at kust brought 
order and arrangement out of the chaotic state in which 
many of them had f<jnnerly been, owing to lack of facili- 
ties for their proper arrangement. 



In December they were removed to our own vaults, 
"where they are now classified on the shelves according to 
the subject to which they refer, and each collection is 
arranged chronologically. Some progress has also been 
made in the work of cataloguing the more important 
collections. 

But what of the books and curiosities ? A few of the 
particularly rare books, pamphlets, and broadsides, and 
some early files of newspapers were also carried into the 
vaults. Then commenced the work of removing the files 
of Congressional documents and other government reports, 
and a part of the bound newspapers, from the lower Wat- 
kinson rooms where they had been stored for lack of 
suitable accommodations, into our own rooms. After 
several shifts to avoid the builders, they have at last been 
placed in our commodious lower room : the government 
reports in cases ranged about the walls, the more valuable 
newspapers in the lower vault near by; the others in 
temporary cases and piles about the room. Permanent 
cases for their reception are much needed. The bound 
volumes of newspapers number about 550, and many 
valuable files are yet unbound, while some of the bound 
volumes should be rebound for their better preserv^ation. 

Meanwhile, the Watkinson Library had been moved 
into its new and elegant home, and the room it had out- 
grown had been fitted to receive the Society's library. 
During September the books were brought out from the 
high cases in which they had so long reposed, and were 
classified and arranged on the shelves in our new library 
room. When the task was completed it could be seen 
that the room was comfortably filled, and that the Society 
had a library of some classes of which it may justly be 
proud, and which, as a whole, compares favorably with 
the libraries of other similar societies. 
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The thousands of pamphlets which in the general 
confusion had been placed everywhere and anywhere, and 
had lost all semblance of their former classification and 
arrangement, were next assorted and put in their proper 
places. 

Mention may here be made of our rich collection of 
broadsides, for the better arrangement of which some 
provision should be made. 

During this time the Society's hall had been renovated 
and painted, a new entrance provided from the main hall- 
way, and the majority of the tall cases, no longer needed 
to hold books, had been removed. This gave opportunity 
for systematic classification of the historical paintings, 
which were now rehung. 

Last of all, an attack was made upon the miscellane- 
ous collection of relics and curiosities, for the display of 
which our increased room gave a better opportimity. 
These were classified, many of them relabeled, and some, 
which had outlived their interest as curiosities, were 
removed from sight. This work was barely completed in 
time for the exercises at the rededication and opening of 
the building to the public on January 2, 1893. 

Those of vou who did not have occasion to visit our 
rooms while these changes were in progress can hardly 
appreciate the labor they involved, or the unforeseen 
difficulties which seemed constantly to arise. 

The vote passed at a recent meeting concerning the 
disposal of duplicates has already been productive of goml 
results, and the large number of duplicate books and 
pamphlets still on hand gives assurance that it will be the 
means of add in i^ manv vahial)le works to the librarw 
Among the books already obtained by exchange of dupli- 
cates are *• Vital Reennl of Rhode Island," in three quarto 
volumes; nineteen volumes of *' New Hampshire State 
PajKjrs *'; also genealoi^ies «>f the Stiles, Hutler, Lee, 
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Boughton, Stanton, Sears, Cole, Dows, Hurlbut, Pierce, 
Beckwith, Fillow, Dimond, Carter, and Stephens families. 
These make a large addition to our valuable collection of 
genealogies, which is more used than any other class of 
books in the library. 

Our record of donations for the year shows that our 
old friends do not forget us, and that new friends are 
joining with old in increasing our store of books, manu- 
scripts, and curiosities. The donations for the year have 
been 301 books, 1,160 pamphlets, and 632 miscellaneous 
articles, including manuscripts. There have also been 
obtained by purchase 15 books, 319 pamphlets, and one 
miscellaneous, and by exchange 40 books and two pam- 
phlets; making the receipts for the year 356 books, 1,481 
pamphlets, and 633 miscellaneous articles, a total of 
2,470 pieces. 

Among these it is a pleasure to note the gift by Mr. 
Roland Mather of several lots from the last Brinley sale, 
particularly the " Connecticut Gazette '* for about five 
years between 1774 and 1781, which, by filling a break 
in our file, makes our set one of the best in existence. 
The volumes of ** Stevens's Facsimiles,'' the gift of the 
late Junius S. Morgan, continue to come to us regularly as 
soon as published. Our good friend, Mr. \V. F. J. Board- 
man, continues to come in with his hands filled with scarce 
pamphlets, little known volumes, and rare imprints, 
which he never carries away at his departure. Mr. F. F. 
Starr also favored us during the year with over 300 pam- 
phlets, nearly all Connecticut matter ; and Judge Sherman 
W. Adams has also given about 100 pamphlets, quite a 
number of which are rarities. But by far the most valua- 
ble gift is that received from our generous friend, Mr. 
James J. Goodwin, consisting of the various manuscripts 
purchased for him at the late Brinley sale. Of special 
interest among these m:iy be mentioned the book of 
4 
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records of the proprietors of the North Meadows in Hart- 
ford, account book of supplies for Gen. Phinehas Lyman's 
regiment in the campaign of 1756, a Revolutionary journal 
of the campaign against Canada, 1775-1777, the corre- 
vSpondence of Joseph Woodbridge, containing much inter- 
esting matter relating t6 the Gore Land Company, letters 
of Benjamin Trumbull, Samuel Peters, and Reverend 
David McClure, sermons by Timothy Edwards and Ed- 
ward Dorr, and many other interesting documents. 

The steady increase in the use of our books, occa- 
sioned, in part at least, by the general awakening of an 
interest in genealogical matters, emphasizes the necessity 
for a full catalogue, the absence of which is a continual 
embarrassment to the best interests of the library. 

Appended to this report will be found a list of our 

bound newspapers and a general outline of our manuscript 

treasures.

I. MEMBERS. 

1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, and Hon- 
orary Members.  

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State of Connect- 
icut; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any meeting of the 
Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons residing out 
of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be subject to any admission fee 
or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have rendered im- 
portant public service to the State of Connecticut, or to the cause of his- 
toric inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corresponding, or 
resident member, until at least one month after his nomination by the 
Committee on Membership ; and every such vote shall be taken by ballot, 
at a regular meeting, at which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or corresponding 
members shall be based on the application, in writing, of two resident 
members, stating the reasons for such nomination, and the qualifications 
of the persons proposed for membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a member, 
and there shall be found two ballots against his admission, the presiding 
officer shall declare the election postponed. At the next regular meeting, 
if the recommendation of the committee shall be renewed, he may be ad- 
mitted by the votes of two-thirds the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay, on admission, three dollars, and 
two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside within, and one dollar if 
they reside without, the limits of the town of Hartford ; or, in lieu there- 
of, any person entitled to be a member may constitute himself a life 
member by paying at one time the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person elected as a resident member omit to signify 
his acceptance of such election within one month after receiving notice 
thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he shall forfeit the privilege of be- 
coming a member. The payment of the annual assessment shall here- 



after constitute a condition of continued membership, and the neglect or 
refusal to pay the same for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society shall be deemed a withdrawal from the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Secretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assessment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

II. OFFICERS. 

1. The Officerf of the Society, to be elected at the annual meetings 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for one year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary', a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Library, and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairmen of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomina- 
tion of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, rx officio, chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing Com- 
mittee ; call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, and 
deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custody of the files, records, 
and seal of the Society ; shall g^ve notice to new members of their 
election, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
>oumal of the transactions of the S(Kiety and Standing Committee ; and 
when directed by the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
in behalf of the Society, 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the persons paying the same to the Recording Secretary : and 
shall also receive all other moneys due, and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the ScK-iety ; shall pay to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing Committee such sums as may he required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and paid by him. and of the property and debts of the Society ; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement, to be examined and 
audited by a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meetang 
for that purpose. 



6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of his doings as Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nominations for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintendence of all 
publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the selection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most 
suitable for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the S(xncty. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretary, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be given in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
other than the admission of new members, or the negotiation of exchange. 
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IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donations shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the Society 
have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully preserved, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn, shall, after the decease of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society ; unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

V. LIBRARY. 

1. The rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be under the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be opened for the inspection of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as shall be prescribed by the 
Library Committee ; and no book or manuscript shall be taken from the 
room, without a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. 
Thomas Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all special donations 
and subscriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publi- 
cation Fund — the income of which shall be applied, under the direction 
of the Publication Committee, toward the expense of such publications 
as may be ordered by the Society. 

VI!. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular 
meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the same is taken.

IT is gratifying to report an increased interest in the 
prosperity of the Society for the past year, as evi- 
denced in attendance at our monthly meetings, and 
by a readiness to assist in ev^ry good work suggested to 
advance the Society's usefulness. This liberality was 
notably shown in the call which was made for subscrip- 
tions for the purchase of the Patterson Library. Nearly 
four-fifths of the purchase price was contributed by the 
members of the Society. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The present membership of the Society is 313, an 
increase for the past year of 26. Rcvsident members, 283, 
of whom 48 are life members; honorary members, 7; 
corresponding members, 23. The increase in member- 
ship has been entirely in resident members 

ANNUAL FIELD DAY. 

The Society's Annual Field Day was enjoyed in the 
old town of Windsor on the 14th day of June, 1893. 
Returning through East Granby, the old Newgate Prison 
was visited, and all its interesting features inspected and 
its abandoned caverns explored. The party numbered 
forty-eight. 

On arriving in carriages at the southern part of 
Windsor, the party was met by Jabez H. Hayden, H. 
Sidney Hayden, M. W. Hayden, and Thomas W. Loomis, 
who politely volunteered to act as escort during the day. 
All the places of historic interest in the town were 
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visited, including the Plymouth meadows, where the first 
house was erected, the ancient burying ground, the home 
of the ancestors of ex-President Grant, and the famous 
mansion house of Chief Justice Oliver Ellsworth, which 
is to-day in the same condition that it was in when Gen. 
Washington was an honored guest of his friend, the 
Chief Justice. All places of interest in the town were 
marked by flags, and fully explained by the intelligent 
guides. No town in New England, not marked by some 
great battle or Indian massacre, can furnish more places 
of interest to the student of history than the old town of 
Windsor, and the members of the Society very greatly 
enjoyed the day spent there. 

The visit to old Newgate, the barbarous and inhu- 
man receptacle of the State criminals in a past genera- 
tion, was a striking object lesson to those interested in 
the progress of enlightened Christian sentiments among 
the people. Overlooking one of the most beautiful and 
inspiring natural scenes in New England, the internal 
arrangements of the prison, for the mere existence of the 
inmates, were as revolting and horrible as anything we 
read of in the Middle Ages. Yet this was Connecticut's 
principal penal institution down to a time within the 
memory of men now living. 

MONTHLY ESSAYS AND PAPERS. 

Rev. Dr. George H. Clark of this city presented to 
the Society the first paper of the year on Tuesday even- 
ing, Oct 3, 1893. His theme was John Wheelwright, an 
Episcopal clergyman, of Bilsby, England, who was held 
in contempt of church for non-conformist doctrines and 
emigrated to Boston in 1636. His fortunes and misfor- 
tunes formed a theme for a deeply interesting paper, 
characterized by great original research. 

The paj^r on the 7th of November was furnished by 
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State Librarian Hoadly, and was upon the subject of 
"The Hiding of the Charter." He explained that there 
was a duplicate copy of the original charter of Connecti- 
cut sent out from England in the year 1663, and that it 
was this copy that was in the possession of Capt. Wads- 
worth and was concealed by him at the time of the visit 
of Sir Edmund Andros to Hartford in 1687. Dr. Hoad- 
ly's. thorough knowledge of Connecticut history could not 
have been more clearly shown on any other subject than 
this. He was complimented by the attendance of the 
largest audience that ever assembled in the Society's 
rooms, who warmly expressed their pleasure in his treat- 
ment of the subject. 

The monthly meeting in December was addressed 
by ex-President Hon. Henry Barnard. He spoke of 
" Hartford's South Side," and was reminiscent from his 
earliest recollection in 181 5. He was listened to with 
gfreat interest. 

At the January meeting J. G. Woodward, Esq., read 
a highly interesting paper upon the life and character of 
" Elizabeth Canning," a noted woman of the last century, 
who was banished from England and settled in Wethers- 
field, where she died in 1773. The subject has been a 
favorite one with historical students, and Mr. Woodward, 
in this paper of his, has the credit of clearing up more of 
the mysteries of the case than any other writer. 

Professor Williston Walker read a paper before the 
February meeting of the Society upon " The Services of 
the Mathers in New England Religious Development." 
The Mathers referred to were of course Richard, In- 
crease, and Cotton. Professor Walker has made a thor- 
ough study of this and kindred subjects, and is the 
higKest authority upon them. He presented his subject 
in a deeply interesting manner. 

At the March meeting of the Society Rev. W. 
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DeLoss Love read a paper upon " Samson Occom — the 
Christian Indians of Connecticut and their emigration to 
the Oneida country." The paper was one^ of unusual 
interest from its exhaustive treatment of a portion of 
Connecticut history not generally understood, and its 
portrayal of the life and character of the most remarkable 
man known to us of the Indian race. 

At the April meeting of the Society Mrs. Charles 
H. Smith read a paper, prepared almost wholly from 
original sources, upon "The Extinct Niantics." The 
history of the tribe from the early settlement of the 
country was given, with very full sketches of the life 
and character of each one of the ten last survivors, down 
to the last one properly a tribal Indian, who died in 1 870. 
The paper was an excellent one, and well received. 

The eighth and closing paper of the year was read 
before the Society at its May meeting by Bishop Thomas 
M. Clark of Rhode Island. His subject was "William 
Blake, painter and poet." The career of this remarkable 
man was vividly sketched, and his works, both as painter 
and poet, described and criticised in an appreciative and 
charitable spirit. 

DECEASED MEMBERS. 

Six of our members have dropped from the roll of 
the Society by death during the past year: — George 
Lucius Bulkley. Aug. 30, 1893: Andrew Christie Bayne, 
Oct. 12, 1893; Austin Parks Huntington, Nov. 23, 1893; 
Francis Gowdy. Jan. 21, 1894; Alvan Pinney Hyde, 
Feb. 5, 1894; and Frederick Spencer Brown, May 6, 1894. 

Ge()R(;e Lucas BrLKLEV was bom in North 
Granville, N. Y., Febniary 20, 1832, and died while on 
a temporary visit, at the same place, August 30, 1893. 
His business life was spent in the dry-gtHxls trade in 
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New York city. Many years ago he settled in Hart- 
ford, and passed the remainder of his life here in a 
quiet and uneventful manner, in the enjoyment of an 
ample fortune. He was highly respected by all with 
whom he came in contact. His wife and three chil- 
dren survive him. 

Captain Andrew C. Bayne was bom in Perthshire, 
Scotland, on the 21st day of May, 1841, and died very 
suddenly, October 12, 1893, while on a carriage drive 
through New York State, at a village near Utica. He 
came to this country very young with his family, who 
settled at New York Mills, N. Y. At the beginning 
of the War of the Rebellion he enlisted as a common 
soldier, but soon was advanced to official grades till he 
reached the rank of captain. He was engaged in Mary- 
land and Virginia in active service through the entire 
war, and on four occasions was severely wounded. At 
the close of the war he entered the regular service as 
second lieutenant, and continued there till 1871, when 
he was retired for disabilities incurred in the line of 
duty. He engaged in the business of fire insurance, 
and in 1885 was appointed general agent for Eastern 
New York of the -^tna Insurance Company of this city. 
In 1 888 he was elected secretary of the company, and in 
1892 was advanced to the office of vice-president, which 
place he filled at the time of his death. 

Captain Bayne was a man of remarkable business 
capacity, enthusiastic and energetic in all things that 
engaged his attention. He was active in religious 
work, in Grand Army work, and was a man of fine 
historic and scholarly tastes. By his death our Society 
sustains a serious loss. He left a widow, but no 
children. 
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Austin Parks Hintixgtox was bom in Chicago, 
December 7, 1857. He died in the island of Martinique, 
West Indies, November 23, 1893. He graduated from 
Harvard University, and soon after commenced the 
practice of law in New York city. Failing in health, 
he abandoned his profession and made an extensive 
tour in Europe and the East. On his return he estab- 
lished himself in mercantile business in New York. 
Again compelled by failing health, he abandoned this 
pursuit and settled in Norwich, Conn., the home of his 
ancestors, after an extensive tour in Europe. He was 
a lineal descendant, in the third generation, of General 
Jabez Huntington, of revolutionarj'^ fame, and was 
much interested in historical matters. He was a man 
of rare literary tastes and culture, and of attractive 
personal qualities. 

Colonel Francis (towdv was bom in East Wind- 
sor, on the 21st of February. 1821. He died in Clinton, 
Conn., January 21. 1894. In early life he passed sev- 
eral vears in Louisville. Kv., but afterw'ards, and until 
a few months of his death, resided at the place of his 
birth. He retired from business and removed to Clin- 
ton for the benefit of his health, and soon after passed 
away. His business was that of a fanner and distiller. 

Colonel (lowdy wrus an active, public-spirited man. 
He represented his native town in the Legislature of 
the State in 1870 and 1871. and in early life was 
prominent in niilitar}- atYairs. He was frank and posi- 
tive in the expression of his (^pinions. Strictly honest 
himself, he hated anvthinc: like trickerv or double- 
dealing in others. lie loved his friends, and was 
social in his disposititm. He had read much, had 
a good memory. esjK-cially for historic events, and 
delighted to converse on historical topics. He left a 
widow and two children. 
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Alvan Pinney Hvdk was born in Stafford, Conn., 
March lo, 1825. He died in this city, February 5, 1894. 
He was fitted for college at Monson Academy, and 
entered Yale University in 1841. He graduated in 
1845, and at once commenced the study of law in the 
office of the late Judge Loren P. Waldo in Tolland. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1847, ^^^ opened an 
office in Stafford, where he remained for two years, 
when he married a daughter of Judge Waldo, and 
returned to Tolland, assuming the office of president of 
the Tolland County Bank. He represented the town 
of Tolland in the State Legislature in 1854, 1858, and 
1863, but after that never held public office. In 1864 
he removed to Hartford, and soon after the famous law 
firm of Waldo, Hubbard & Hyde was formed, and con- 
tinued till the death of the senior partners. After that 
time, and till his death, his partners were Charles E. 
Gross, and his sons, William Waldo and Frank E. 
Hyde. 

Mr. Hyde was one of the leading members of the 
bar of the State, was of a kind and generous nature, 
and deeply interested in all that pertained to the his- 
tory and prosperity of his native State. 

Frederick Spenxer Brown was born in * East 
Hartford, February 25, 1822. He died at his residence 
in this city on the 6th day of May, 1894- 

Mr. Brown, in early life, engaged in the tobacco 
trade, and pursued this business in connection after- 
wards with extensive dealings in real estate, till 1878, 
when he was elected town and city collector of Hart- 
ford, a place which he filled with great popularity to 
the time of his death. He was a quiet and unpreten- 
tious man, but no one had a wider acquaintance with 
the men of aflfairs throughout the State, and no man 
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was more frequently consulted by them, and the advice 
of no one was received with greater respect. His 
tastes were domestic, scientific, literary, and antiqua- 
rian, and he had a large collection of books, pictures, 
and articles of curiosity to testify to his zeal in studies 
of such subjects. He was friendly and helpful to all 
around him, and his death was widely and sincerely 
mourned. 

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 

The report of the Librarian will be read with 
especial interest. He gives a full account of the 
famous Patterson Library, which the Society purchased 
the past year for the sum of five thousand dollars. 
This is supposed to be the largest and most valuable 
individual collection of genealogical books and manu- 
scripts in this country. This, added to our present 
collection, gives us a leading position in this depart- 
ment of historical literature. It would be unjust not 
to add, in this connection, that for our ability to pur- 
chase the Patterson collection we are indebted to the 
untiring zeal and perseverance of one of our most 
valued members, Miss Lucy Brainard. 

PRESENTATION OF BOOKS. 

At our March meeting Mrs. Kate B. Knight, of 
Lakeville, chairman of the Woman's Board of World s 
Fair Managers of Connecticut, presented the Society 
with the collection of the literary works of the women 
of Connecticut which had been on exhibiticm at the 
Fair in Chicago. The books were in the handsome 
inlaid mahogany and glass case in which they were 
exhibited. The presentation speech by Mrs. Knight 
was very felicitous, and gave a graphic account of the 
labor incurred in securing the collection, and of its 
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admitted superiority over the collection of any other 
State in the Union. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this my fifth and last annual address, 
I wish to express my gratitude for the entire harmony 
and good-will which have prevailed among the officers 
and members of the Society during my term of ser- 
vice, and for the great advance in its prosperity and 
usefulness which has resulted from this condition of 
concord and unity. That such conditions may con- 
tinue to characterize the Society in all its limitless 
future is the earnest prayer of

Mr, President and Members of the Society : 

ITH the indorsement of the library committee I 
have the honor to submit the following report : 
The year now brought to a close has been 
an eventful one for this society and a busy one for its 
librarian. Work has been continued along the lines laid 
out at the time of re-opening the library ; which, briefly, 
have been to render the material already in the library 
— books, pamphlets, newspapers, and manuscripts — as 
available as possible to all who might wish to consult 
them. 

The use of the library has been large. Not a day 
has passed without bringing some readers, while our 
banner day brought thirty. An idea of their average 
number can be gained from the fact that during the 
months of January, February, and March they numbered 
over one thousand. This period, however, may be con- 
sidered as our busy season. 

A large majority of the users of our books are 
genealogists of one kind or another. Many are in search 
of their family tree, others anxious to trace their descent 
from some worthy ancestor whose deeds will entitle them 
to admission to one or more of the various patriotic 
societies which have recently sprung into such popu- 
larity. Whether this genealogical interest will continue, 
or is only a popular craze which will soon die out, is a 
question that cannot now be answered. Should it con- 
tinue, the books most used must soon be replaced by new 
copies. 
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The large number of members of the society who 
make use of the library is very gratifying, as is also the 
still larger number who have regularly attended our 
monthly meetings. 

The sum of $200 set apart by the Standing Com- 
mittee to be expended for binding has proved exceed- 
ingly useful. Among the books bound are 175 pamphlet 
genealogies ; 16 volumes of the Middlesex Gazette, contain- 
ing the file of that paper for 48 years, the longest and 
most complete file known; the set, 17 volumes, of the 
Pennsylvania Magazine of History and Biography, Other 
books bring the total to about 230. It is to be hoped that 
a similar appropriation will be made for the coming year. 

The most important event of the year was the 
acquisition of the Patterson library. The following 
report on this library was presented to the society at its 
March meeting : 

REPORT ON PATTERSON LIBRARY. 
March 6, i8g4. 

At the last meeting of the Society it was stated that at this 
meeting a report would be made by the librarian upon the 
Patterson library. As no instructions were g^ven, your librarian 
was left somewhat in doubt as to the nature and extent of the 
expected report ; but he will endeavor to touch upon such points 
as already have been or are likely to be made the subject of 
inquiry. 

Leaving the historical manuscripts and old newspapers out 
of consideration, the most valuable as well as the most consulted 
departments of our library are the genealogies and local his- 
tories. While the Society already had a very respectable col- 
lection on these lines, yet there was still much to be desired. 
The announcement of the death of Dr. D. Williams Patterson, 
and that his working library of genealogy and local history was 
to be offered for sale by his executor caused the question to be 
asked among our members — Cannot some arrangement be made 
by which we can obtain this library ? The story of the effort to 
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raise sufficient funds and the details of the correspondence re- 
sulting in its purchase are too familiar to need repeating at this 
time. 

On January 23d the library arrived carefully packed in thirty- 
eight boxes and two barrels. The opening of the boxes revealed, 
besides the manuscript collection, which is of the utmost impor- 
tance and will be considered in detail later, a rich collection of 
standard works of genealogy and local history, interspersed with 
biography, rare imprints and reprints, and such general works as 
might be expected in any similar collection of books. The 
library consists of about 1,100 bound volumes and fully as many 
unbound volumes and pamphlets, or 2,200 titles in all, for your 
librarian has given up in despair the attempt to make a close 
distinction between a volume bound or unbound and a pamphlet. 

The local histories, which number about 200 bound volumes, 
embrace works on each of the New England States, New York 
and Pennsylvania, particularly the Wyoming region, a few on 
New Jersey and Ohio, and some scattered works on other States, 
even to an early history of Texas. Among these may be named, 
speaking at random, Shattuck's History of Concord, Felt's Annals 
of Salem, Bolton's History of Westchester County, Li tt ell's 
(lenealogies of the Passaic Valley, Early Settlers of Stamford, 
Conn., and Early Settlers of Southold, Long Island. 

The genealogies consist principally of the older works 
printed, for the most part, before 1870. Many of these are rare 
and very difficult to obtain. Some, in fact, have not been priced 
for years in the dealers* catalogues. Among these may be 
named Clark, Holt, Griffing, Morse, Mudge, Shattuck, and Rich- 
ardson. They number about 330 works, and not a day has passed 
that some of them have not been used. 

There are a number of reprints of rare books, such as 
Mather's Early Histor>' of New England, of which 260 copies 
were issued to subscribers ; also privately printed books, such as 
Bushnell's Crumbs for Antiquaries, of the first number of which 
50 copies were printed. There are also the Sabin and Woodward 
series of reprints, a part of the Hamilton Club series, and a num- 
ber issued by Hoflman, These were all issued in small editions, 
seldom over 300 copies, while in one case only 28 copies were 
printed. 

The bound volumes not classed as genealogies, local histories, 
or rare reprints number about 300. 
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The pamphlets number over 800, and while very miscel- 
laneous, are as a lot exceedingly valuable. Among them are to 
be found many small local histories, historical sermons and 
addresses, funeral and other sermons, college catalogues and 
addresses, reports of various institutions, about 75 church cata- 
logues, biographical sketches, etc. 

All of the above mentioned are new material not previously 
to be found in this society or the adjoining Watkinson Library; 
and this brings me to the matter of duplicates. The number of 
books and pamphlets found in the Patterson library which were 
already owned by this Society or the Watkinson Library is con- 
siderable ; but they are without exception works which will find 
a ready sale at good prices. Such are Savage's Genealogical 
Dictionary, Bond's History of Watertown, and the New England 
Historical and Genealogical Register.

Finally, there are thousands of letters received by Doctor 
Patterson during his genealogical work; and the large and 
miscellaneous assortment of bits and scraps, an assortment made 
up of odd facts and scattered data whose value it is difficult to 
estimate. Included in these miscellany are the "pumps," as the 
Doctor facetiously called them, large sheets of questions by 
means of which he was wont to secure needed genealogical 
information. 

Already several letters have been received from points as far 
distant as Chicago asking for information from these manuscripts.

The fifth and last part of the late George Brinley s 
library was sold in February, 1893. At that time Mr. 
Charles A. Brinley, the executor, acting for the heirs 
of his father s estate, very generously donated to this 
Society a large number of manuscripts belonging to the 
estate which did not appear in the printed catalogue of 
the library. By agreement these manuscripts were for- 
w^arded not directly to the society but to Mr. Jonathan F. 
Morris. By him they were examined, aSvSorted, and

added to, from his well-known collection of Wadsworth 
papers. When received by the Society, this splendid 
collection, the joint gift of Messrs. Brinley and Morris, 
consisted of over 3,300 distinct manuscripts. The cor- 
respondence of Col. Jeremiah Wadsworth, the commis- 
sary-general of the American army during the Revolu- 
tion, makes up about 2,800 of these. The correspondence 
includes Col. Wadsworth's letter books as well as the 
letters received by him during this trying period. 
Among these, both the historian and the collector of 
autographs would find much to gladden their hearts. 
These 2,800, with perhaps 1,500 which the Society pre- 
viously possessed, form an unrivaled collection of Wads- 
worth manuscripts. In addition to these there is a large 
box of miscellaneous Wadsworth papers, consisting for 
the most part of bills, receipts, and accounts. The col- 
lection next in importance was over 400 manuscripts 
relating to the Connecticut Gore Land Company, con- 
sisting of letters, statements, petitions, bills and accounts, 
briefs, and copies of early records, covering the entire 
period of that company's troubled existence. Added to 
about 200 already belonging to the Society, these form a 
complete manuscript history of that company. 

While all donations are of value and interest to us, 
and the Society desires to return its thanks to every 
donor, it will not be out of place at this time to call atten- 
tion to a few donations that are of special interest. As 
on some previous years, our largest donors have been 
Frank F. Starr and W. F. J. Boardman, the former giv- 
ing 477 and the latter 596 books and pamphlets. An- 
other large donor was Leverett Belknap, who gave over 
75 books, almost all of which are Hartford imprints or 
in some way connected with Hartford. From the Con- 
necticnit Board of Lady Managers of the Columbian Ex- 
position was received an elegant case of books, 151 in 
4 
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number, written by women of Connecticut, which formed 
a part of the exhibit in the Woman's Building at Chi- 
cago. In addition to present issues of the Smithsonian 
Institution there were applied for and received seventy- 
five of its earlier publications which were previously 
wanting, making our set almost complete. One of our 
corresponding members, Hon. Samuel A. Green, has 
added to the library about 30 pamphlets. Dartmouth 
College forwarded to us last July 80 of their catalogues 
and other pamphlets, which form an interesting addition 
to our large collection of college matter. Four volumes 
of the Stevens Facsimiles, the gift of the late Junius S. 
Morgan, Esq., of London, were received during the year. 
These make twenty volumes now on our shelves, and it 
is promised that the remaining five necessary to complete 
the series will be issued during the present year. An 
important work issued and forwarded by the Govern- 
ment is the Diplomatic Correspondence of the American 
Revolution in six volumes, edited by the late Francis 
Wharton. Clarence Winthrop Bowen, in behalf of the 
committee on literary exercises, has favored us with the 
work edited by himself giving the historj' of the centen- 
nial of the inauguration of George Washington. This 
magnificent volume is all that its title indicates and much 
more. The collection of pc^rtraits here reproduced is 
almost invaluable. All the known portraits of Washing- 
ton, Franklin, and Lafayette are here ; also portraits of 
the meml>ers of the first Conji^rcss, and of many other 
men and women famous at that time. To Francis H. 
Parker, Esq., we are indebted for a manuscript genealogy 
of the Post family, con^piled by the late F. W. Chapman, 
author of the Chapman. Hulkoley. and other genealogies. 
Mr. V. E. Merwin of Cornwall Hollow, Conn., added to 
our manuscripts an orioinal treaty with the six nations 
of Indians in New York State. This treatv contains 
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among others the autograph of Eleazer Williams, the 
supposed Dauphin of France. 

The library has received during the year by gift 
1,780 books, 2,401 pamphlets, and 3,418 miscellaneous, 
including manuscripts; by exchange 5 books and 39 
pamphlets ; and by purchase 1 3 books, i pamphlet, and 3 
miscellaneous — in all 1,798 books, 2,441 pamphlets, and 
3,421 miscellaneous — a total of 7,660 pieces. This is, 
without doubt, the largest number of accessions ever 
received during one year in the history of the Society. 

The necessity for a full catalogue noticed in my last 
report still continues, and is made more apparent by the 
increasing use of the library. Especially is this true of 
the departments of American, United States and local 
histories. 

It is to be hoped that by an auction sale or otherwise 
a disposition will soon be. made of the large number of 
duplicates at present on our shelves. They now occupy 
room which is much needed for other books and are in 
many ways a continual inconvenience. Besides, their 
sale would doubtless supply ready money which could be 
applied to the purchase of new books. 

Perhaps the most urgent need of the Society at this 
time is some provision in the way of funds by which the 
various new genealogies and local histories most needed 
can be obtained as soon as they are issued. Of the older 
standard works we have as good a collection as can be 
expected, but in the recent works we are sadly deficient. 
Our readers seeing notice of the publication of a certain 
book come and ask for it, naturally expecting to find it 
here. In this they are far too often disappointed, and it 
is humiliating to hear them frequently remark that they 
must wait until they are in some other city before seeing 
the book. 

There is one subject which, though it has been 
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discussed by some of our members, has, I believe, never 
been formally brought to the attention of the Society; 
that is, the matter of the publication by the Society of a 
quarterly magazine. Not as ambitious a publication as 
the Nnv England Historic Genealogical Register should be 
attempted, but perhaps one more in the style of the Ded- 
ham Historical Register. Such a magazine would be a 
benefit to us in many ways. It would make the Society 
more widely known, and its purposes better understood 
by historical and genealogical workers; would be a 
means of increasing our exchanges with other societies ; 
would give opportunity to print short series of manu- 
scripts, the monthly papers read before the Society, and 
various historical notes which do not readily find a place 
in the more pretentious volumes of our "collections/* 
Such magazines are published in Maine, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, New York, Pen^nsylvania, and other states, 
but as yet Connecticut is an untried field for such a pub- 
lication, and this the oldest and largest historical society 
in the State is preeminently the one to occupy it. 

Appended to this report will be found a list of the 
genealogies on our shelves.

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Secretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assessment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

II. OFFICERS. 

1. The Officers of the Society, to be elected at the annual meeting 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for one year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Library, and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairmen of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomi- 
nation of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, ex officio, chairman of the Standing 
Committee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing 
Committee ; call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, 
and deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custody of the files, records, 
and seal of the Society ; shall give notice to new members of their elec- 
tion, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
journal of the transactions of the Society and Standing Committee ; and, 
when directed by the projKT officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The C()rrespf)nding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the persons paying the same to the Recording Secretary ; and 
shall also receive all other moneys due, and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the Society ; shall pay to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing Committee such sums as may be refjuired for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and paid by him, and of the i>rn|)erty and debts of the Society; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement, to l>e examined and 
audited by a committee who shall l>e appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 



6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society ; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of his doings as Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nominations for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. 

8.- The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the 'superintendence of 
all publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the selection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most suit- 
able for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

2. A regular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretary, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be given in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
other than the admission of new members, or the negotiation of exchange. 
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IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1 . All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donations shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the Society 
have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully preserved, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn, shall, after the decease of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society : unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

v. LIBRARY. 

1. The rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall be under the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be opened for the inspection of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as shall be prescribed by the 
Library Committee ; and no book or manuscript shall be taken from the 
room, without a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION FUND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. Thomas 
Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all special donations and sub- 
scriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publication 
Fund — the income of which shall be applied, under the direction of the 
Publication Committee, towards the expense of such publications as may 
be ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTER ATK)NS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular meet- 
ing, held prior to that on which the vote on the same is taken. 
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HAVING had but little leisure, I shall detain you 
only with a very short review of the present con- 
dition of the Society and what it has accomplished 
during the year ^ast, in respect to both of which I think 
we may congratulate ourselves. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The present membership of the Society is 333, a net 
gain for the year of 20. Resident members, 306, of whom 
53 are life members; honorary members, 5; correspond- 
ing members, 22. During the year 39 resident mem- 
bers and I corresponding member were elected, and the 
Society lost by death 6 resident members, 2 honorary 
members, and 2 corresponding members. Since the last 
report, 5 members have qualified as life members, and 
2 life members have deceased. 

Henry Barnard, Henry A. Chittenden, Curtis Judson, 
Jabez H. Hayden, Roland Mather, and Gurdon W. Rus- 
sell have been on our membership roll for fifty years or 
more, Dr. Barnard since the reorganization of the Society 
in 1839. 

Of our deceased members, in the order of their ad- 
mission, Hon. RoBBiNS Battell (Oct. 4, 1870) died at Nor- 
folk Jan. 26, 1895, in the house in which he was bom, in 
his 76th year. He was graduated at Yale in 1839. He 
was an ardent patriot, and was a member of the Peace 
Congress. When the civil war came he was a staunch 
supporter of Lincoln, and spent time and money freely 
for the good cause. Unofficially he was one of Governor 
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Buckingham's most trusted advisers. He represented his 
town in the General Assembly in 1852, 1858, i860, 1880, 
and was elected Comptroller in 1866. He was some years 
a trustee of the Connecticut Hospital for the Insane at 
Middletown. He was much interested in horses, and 
bred many fine ones. In art matters his- influence was 
marked, and he was owner of a collection of paintings by 
representative artists. In music his taste was of the 
nicest. He composed a number of well-known hymn 
tunes, including one for the hymn "Abide with Me." 
He was much interested in matters pertaining to local 
history, and he was for a year president of this Society. 
He published in two large volumes the diaries of his 
uncle, Rev. Dr. Thomas Robbins, long our librarian. He 
was a great benefactor to his college and to his native 
town. His later years were mostly spent in New York. 
Mr. Battell was a life member of this Society. 

William A. M. Wainwright, M.D. (April 6, 1886), 
the youngest child of Bishop Jonathan Mayhew Wain- 
wright of New York, sometime rector of Christ Church 
in this city, was born in New York Aug. 13, 1844, and 
graduated at Trinity College 1864. He took much inter- 
est in the work of this Society, of which he was a life 
member, and in the Society of Sons of the American 
Revohition, and was one of the board of managers of the 
Connecticut branch of that Society. 

Hknrv W. Taylor (Nov. 13, 1888) was bom in Deer- 
field, Mass., Dec. 23, 1822, and died at Crescent Beach 
Aug. 20, 1S04. after an illness of about two years. He 
was for several years employed in the Society for Savings, 
and in later years was agent for the Bible Society. 

Wii LIAM II. Lkk fjuly 2, 1889), bom in New Britain 
May 19, 18 1 8. Most of his life was spent in business in 
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New York city, in which he was quite successful. Mr. 
Lee presented the Society with a number of valuable 
books, and contributed to our archives a valuable paper 
on General Patterson. He died in Hartford April 9, 1895. 

Hon. Seneca O. Griswold (Oct. 6, 1891) was bom in 
Windsor in 1823, and graduated at Oberlin College in 
1845. -A. great part of his life was spent in Ohio, where 
he practiced law. He was a member of the constitutional 
convention of that State in 1873. After his return to 
Connecticut he continued the practice of law, and was 
greatly interested in the cultivation of tobacco. He was 
a prominent member of the Connecticut legislature of 
1 891, and took much interest in State and local aflfairs. 
He had made extensive researches as to the genealogy of 
the Griswold family. He died suddenly at his home in 
Poquonock, Windsor, Feb. 17, 1895. 

William S. Williams (Nov. 3, 1891), born in Bozrah 
Dec. 20, 1 821; descended from Dr. Thomas Williams, 
brother of William Williams, signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, and Ezekiel Williams, long sheriff of Hart- 
ford County. In early life he taught school in Massachu- 
setts. Later he was concerned in manufacturing. He 
was a modest, retiring man, but always responsive to the 
duties of citizenship, and was called to serve his town in 
local affairs. He was its representative in the General 
Assembly in 1886. He died suddenly at the house of his 
son, B. T. Williams, Nov. 12, 1894. 

The honorary members who died during the year 
were Rev. George E. Ellis, elected Aug. 20, 1844, who 
was President of the Massachusetts Historical Societv at 
the time of his death, and Hon. Robert C. Wixthrop, 
LL.D., the predecessor of Dr. Ellis in the same office. 
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The deceased corresponding- members were David 
PULSIFER, elected Jan. ii, 1859, editor of vols. 9-12 of 
the Plymouth Colony Records, and, as I have been told, 
of the earlier volumes, though Dr. Shurtliff has the credit 
for the work; and James C. Welling, LL.D., elected 
June 2, 1874. Dr. Welling had, not long before his death, 
resigned the presidency of Columbian University, Wash- 
ington, D. C, and as he spent more time in Hartford than 
formerly, we had good reason to expect some historical 
work from him. 

The Annual Field Day was appointed for June 1 3th, 
at Lexington and Concord, Mass. Mr. Bates has given me* 
this account of it : On the afternoon of the previous day 
a majority of the party went as far as Boston, stopping 
over night at the United States Hotel. On the following 
morning the members, together with their wives and 
friends, to the number of sixty all told, assembled at the 
Boston & Maine Railroad station and took the train for 
Lexington. Immediately upon their arrival a visit was 
paid to the historic Green, the scene of the affair of April 
I9» ^775- After the incidents of that day had been re- 
called by several members of the party, a visit was paid 
to the public library and the museum, where the many 
historical relics and portraits were viewed with much in- 
terest by the party. *Busses were there taken, and a visit 
paid to the old church and the old house which, after 
serving Major Pitcaim for headquarters, was later used 
by the Continentals as a hospital. A pleasant drive was 
then taken along the line of the British march to Concord. 
There the party was received by the grandson and heir 
of Col. James Barrett, who commanded the provincial 
troops and directed their movements on the day of the 
battle. After a short address of welcome he took the 
party in charge and a visit was paid to the Bridge, a most 
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beautiful as well as historic spot ; then to some of the old 
houses which still show the marks of bullets fired on that 
memorable April day ; then to the old cemetery. 

After dinner at the hotel a drive about the town fol- 
lowed, to view the places round which cluster so many 
literary and historic associations. 

The train was taken in time to reach Hartford at a 
late hour that evening. All agreed that the trip had 
been a pleasant success, and seconded the remark of one 
member, who said, " that it had been the most unbrokenly 
enjoyable field-day trip the Society had ever taken.** 

PAPERS BEFORE THE SOCIETY. 

It had been expected that the late Dr. James C. Well- 
ing would have read the opening paper before the Society 
on Oct. 2. After his death, two other gentlemen who 
had promised papers were applied to, but as they were 
unable to finish their papers in time, the president read 
The Case of Catharine Harrison of Wethersfield, indicted 
for Avitchcraft, convicted, but released after a long im- 
prisonment. 

At the November meeting Charles S. Ensign, LL.B., 
read a paper on Marshal Jonathan Gilbert of Hartford, 
Merehant and Indian Commissioner, ** A happy commin- 
gling of local and family history and antiquarian lore." 

The paper Dec. 4 was by Professor Henry Ferguson 
of Trinity College, on The Loyalists of the Ameriean Rcio- 
Intion, "A broad historical statement of the rights and 
the wrongs of that class.'* 

Hon. Morris W. Seymour of Bridgeport, at the Janu- 
ary meeting, read a paper on The Hiding of the Charter, a 
defense of the commonly accepted story. 

Rev. George Leon Walker, D.D.. Feb. 5, gave the his- 
tory of The Old Hartford Burying Ground, and advocated 
better care for it, as well as its enlargement by clearing 



out all the old buildings between it and the north line of 
Gold Street. This paper has been published, not only 
in the newspapers, but in a pamphlet by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, before whom it was also 
delivered. 

At the March meeting Rev. Dr. Joseph W. Backus of 
Plain field gave a graphic account of the political and 
social life of a minister (Samuel Nott, D.D., of Franklin) 
in a New England country town during the last part of 
the 1 8th and first part of the 19th century. 

A paper by Mr. P. H. Woodward, on Early Marine 
Insurance in Connecticut, was read at the April meeting, in 
which were given sketches of many well-known Connect- 
icut business men of a generation ago. 

Mrs. Ellen Terry Johnson read at the May meeting a 
paper on Bermuda of a Century Ago — an account drawn 
from the Wadsworth papers of a visit to the island in 
1792 by Daniel Wadsworth and his sister, on account of 
the health of the latter, who died there. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Besides the Annual Report for 1 894, a pamphlet of 
62 pages, the third volume of Collections, which was nearly 
through the press twenty years ago, has been published, 
the printer's bill being paid and the volume presented to 
the Society by the generosity of ex-Governor Morgan G. 
Bulkeley and his brother, General William H. Bulkeley. 

Progress has been made on volumes 5 and 6 of our 
Collections, and it may be expected that both will be pub- 
lished during the coming year. 

Rev. Dr. Walker has published the Diar>' of one of 
his predecessors, Rev. Daniel Wadsworth, 1737-47, from 
the MS. in possession of this Society. 
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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 

The report of the Librarian notices the increased use 
of the library by students of local history and genealogical 
investigation; the large number of visitors to view the 
relics and curiosities preserved in our hall ; the rarity of 
some of our genealogical and historical books; the lack 
of sufficient funds for purchasing books; statistics as to 
books bought and bound during the year ; a list of dona- 
tions, with particular mention of a few special ones. 

The Librarian has also in preparation, to be appended 
to his report when printed, a list (by towns) of our books 
and pamphlets on Connecticut Local History. This will 
not only show our deficiencies, but also be found ex- 
tremely useful to investigators in that line. 

Mr. Gay has given me a list of publications which 
have appeared relative to Connecticut History, exclusive 
of general works.

Xibrarian'0 "Report 



Mr. President and Members of the Society : 

* 

rn HE following report, having been submitted to the 
) I, Library Committee, is now presented to the So- 
JL ciety : — 

The patronage of the library by readers has been 
greater than last year and more evenly distributed 
through the year. During the winter ten readers at one 
time was a frequent occurrence, and the number some- 
times reached fourteen and sixteen. In the near future 
more table room must be provided for their accommo- 
dation. 

As heretofore, a large majority of our readers have 
been genealogical workers; but this term "genealogical 
workers'* has, in this library at least, come to cover a 
very wide field. It may mean an extended search for 
all discoverable descendants of a certain known ancestor, 
together with such acts of theirs as are worthy of a 
place on the printed page; or, as is frequently the case, 
it means a search for the different lines of one's own 
ancestry, which, in this country alone, if the person is 
descended from early immigrants, means at least five 
hundred different names, and often the record is carried 
far back into old England. Not content with the names 
and usual dates of the ancestors, their worthy acts are 
next sought out and recorded, and from this it is but a 
short step, and one very often taken, to a study of the 
history of the places and the times in which they lived. 
Thus the search for a great-grandfather often leads to a 
3 
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genuine study of American history, and genealogical re- 
search is coming to be looked upon as something more 
than a source of diversion for cranks. 

It is with pleasure that I call attention to the fact 
that a number of times during the year, persons from 
other cities have been supplied with information from 
our library when their own city's libraries did not contain 
the books desired. In two instances this was the case 
with residents of New York citv. In this connection I 
may quote a distinguished corresponding member of the 
Society, recently deceased, who, upon finding certain data 
here for which he had searched in vain among the gov- 
ernment archives at Washington, remarked that he was 
continually being surprised by the amount and variety of 
rare material which, upon occasion, this Society could 
turn out. 

Our library room is so arranged that, with reasonable 
limitations, a free access to our shelves is allowed to mem- 
bers and other well-known users of the librarj'. This is a 
favor which is greatly appreciated by our patrons. It is 
believed that no loss of books has resulted from this 
privilege. 

The number of people who annually visit the hall of 
the Society and examine the interesting collection of his- 
torical objects there displayed, is surprising. The num- 
ber must reach into the thousands, without taking into 
account those very frequent visitors, the children of Hart- 
ford. And it includes persons from all parts of the coun. 
try — Massachusetts and Minnesota, California and the 
Carolinas have been represented during the year: and 
even the European traveler, after a due study of his guide 
book, searches out our rooms. 

Under the direction of the Library Committee, the 
fifty dollars appropriated for the purchase of books has 
been expended as follows: -

The necessity for more funds for the purchase of 
needed books is very apparent, and it is much to be 
regretted that the Society is unable to purchase all im- 
portant American historical and genealogical works as 
they are issued. Several hundred dollars would be re- 
quired each year to purchase all that are needed. 

The two hundred dollars set aside for binding has 
been nearly all expended. Two hundred and forty-eight 
pamphlets have been separately bound in cloth, at a cost 
of fifteen cents each; and one hundred and forty-eight 
volumes, including several long sets, one volume of news- 
papers, and fifteen volumes of pamphlets, have been 
bound, at an average cost of ninety-nine cents each. 
Much more binding remains to be done, but a noticeable 
improvement has been made in this direction during the 
last two years. 

The most notable event of the year is the reissuing 
of the unfortunate third volume of the Society's Collec- 
tions. This was accomplished through the interest and 
generosity of ex-Governor Morgan G. Bulkeley and Gen- 
eral William H. Bulkeley, who defrayed the expense of 
printing the volume, which was edited under the careful 
supervision of our president. The volume will, by means 
of our exchanges, bring many important additions to our 
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the record of marriages in the Reformed Dutch Church 
in New York city from 1639 to 1801 ; from R. C. Win- 
throp, Jr., the speeches and addresses of his father. 
Miss Lucy A. Brainard, who has been, in point of num- 
bers, our largest donor, has given, besides pamphlets, 
about 200 old manuscripts, among them a diary written 
in 1775 which is of much interest. Among other manu- 
scripts received are record books of the Hartford Bridge 
Company, from P. H. Woodward ; records of the disburs- 
ing committee of Hartford during the civil war, from 
Charles S. Ensign ; volume of records of the first or sepa- 
ratist Congregational Church in Canterbury, with over 
300 miscellaneous papers relating to the separatist move- 
ment in New England, from Mr. James Terry. The 
sword of the late George S. Burnham, colonel of the 
twenty-second Connecticut volunteers, was presented by 
his heirs. By Mrs. M. E. Gould of East Granby, was pre- 
sented a beautiful Chinese embroidered shawl. From Dr. 
Walker was received a beautiful series of photographs of 
Hertford, England. A maul used by Abraham Lincoln 
in splitting rails was presented by Mr. J. F. Moms. 

Among the new genealogies acquired are Blackman, 
Buck, Burbeen, Burt, Champion, Doolittle, Hoadley, Leete, 
Lincoln, Randall, Start, Thayer ancestry, and Tomlinson. 

During the year a little cataloguing of local histories 
has been done, but the wants of readers, the correspond- 
ence, and other daily duties of the library, and the mak- 
ing of considerable copy for a forthcoming volume of 
Collections, have for the most part prevented cataloguing 
except to keep up in the departments already commenced. 

As to duplicates, I can only repeat what was said in 
a previous report, that they are many in number, some of 
them quite valuable, and that some course should be taken 
to dispose of at least a part of them. 

Appended to this report will be found a list of our 
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principal books and pamphlets relating to Connecticut 

local history.

While a gift of the importance of the one just men- 
tioned is not to be expected from a majority of our mem- 
bers, yet let each one remember our library and collections 
as often as possible. How many of you have local histor- 
ies, genealogies, old pamphlets or newspapers, various 
annual reports, pictures or engravings, or interesting 
relics relating to Connecticut or colonial history for 
which you have no particular use ? Let all such find their 
way into our Society. Even if some are duplicates of 
what we already have, they will be useful for exchange 
with some other society. 

The accessions during the year have been: By pur- 
chase, 22 volumes, 12 pamphlets; by exchange, 3 volumes, 
20 pamphlets; by gift, 312 volumes, 346 pamphlets, and 
671 miscellaneous, including manuscripts and relics — a 
total of 335 volumes, 384 pamphlets, and 671 miscellane- 
ous, or 1,390 in all. 

Among the donations a few may be noted as being 
of special interest : from the State, through our president, 
volume I of the State records; from the late Junius S. 
Morgan, volumes 21 and 22 of the great Stevens facsimi- 
les ; from \V. H. Hapgood, the scarce history of the town 
of Har\'ard, Mass. : from the Department of State, num- 
bers 3, 4, and 5 of the bulletin of the bureau of rolls and 
library, containing a calendar of the Washington, Madi- 
son, Jefferson, Hamilton, Monroe, and Franklin papers in 
the government archives; from Mrs. J. L Havemeyer, the 
history of New London County: from the Massachusetts 
Publishing Co.. ** Representative Men of Connecticut"; 
from Dr. H. R. Stiles, the author, and his co-laborer. Miss 
R. T. Sperry. the ** History and (icnealogies of Ancient 
Windsor**; from the Long Island Historical Society, vol- 
umes I, 2. and 4 of its Memoirs; from James J. Goodwin, 
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the record of tnarriages in the Reformed Dutch Church 
in New York city from 1639 to 1801; from R. C. Win- 
throp, Jr., the speeches and addresses of his father. 
Miss Lucy A. Brainard, who has been, in point of num- 
bers, our largest donor, has given, besides pamphlets, 
about 200 old manuscripts, among them a diary written 
in 1775 which is of much interest. Among other manu- 
scripts received are record books of the Hartford Bridge 
Company, from P. H. Woodward ; records of the disburs- 
ing committee of Hartford during the civil war, from 
Charles S. Ensign ; volume of records of the first or sepa- 
ratist Congregational Church in Canterbury, with over 
300 miscellaneous papers relating to the separatist move- 
ment in New England, from Mr. James Terry. The 
sword of the late George S. Burnham, colonel of the 
twenty-second Connecticut volunteers, was presented by 
his heirs. By Mrs. M. E. Gould of East Granby, was pre- 
sented a beautiful Chinese embroidered shawl. From Dr. 
Walker was received a beautiful series of photographs of 
Hertford, England. A maul used by Abraham Lincoln 
in splitting rails was presented by Mr. J. F. Moms. 

Among the new genealogies acquired are Blackman, 
Buck, Burbeen, Burt, Champion, Doolittle, Hoadley, Leete, 
Lincoln, Randall, Start, Thayer ancestry, and Tomlinson. 

During the year a little cataloguing of local histories 
has been done, but the wants of readers, the correspond- 
ence, and other daily duties of the library, and the mak- 
ing of considerable copy for a forthcoming volume of 
Collections, have for the most part prevented cataloguing 
except to keep up in the departments already commenced. 

As to duplicates, I can only repeat what was said in 
a previous report, that they are many in number, some of 
them quite valuable, and that some course should be taken 
to dispose of at least a part of them.
